The ever-increasing sales of the Writers' and Artists' Year 
Book show that the present times of depression are leading 
more and more people to seek a livelihood with their pens.

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OVERSEAS NEWSPAPERS 


Many excellent newspapers are published in the larger towns throughout 
the Empire. To give a full list which could never be kept up-to-date of so 
many hundreds of papers would be impossible within the confines of this small 
year book, and quite useless to a would-be contributor. The leading news- 
papers can be seen at their London offices, but some of the less important 
ones do not run to a London office. At any rate, in regard to MSS. it is 
expedient to deal direct with Overseas headquarters, even if it involves a 
good deal of patience. 

Most of the big newspapers depend for news mainly on tlieir own staffs. 
The most important papers have permanent representatives who keep them 
supplied, not only with news of purely Dominion and Colonial interest, 
but with a weekly summary of English news, and articles on events of special 
importance. 

Canadian, South African and Australasian papers are so well supplied with 
cabled news that the work even of their own London representatives is of 
diminishing importance, and their reports come as belated echoes of events 
already half-forgotten. All the Overseas newspapers like their Englisli 
representatives to be well-informed people from tlndr own country. 

The Overseas market for stories is too small to be worth con.sidering. The 
newspapers and dailies usxially buy their stories, as the smaller papers buy 
their general articles, through one or other of the well-known syndicates, 
and such magazines as are published Overseas like their fiction to have a local 
setting. From personal experience and numerous complaints with regret wo 
must say that the editors of some Australasian journals are far behind most 
American editors in courtesy and good will. Often valued MSS. are lost, and 
letters remain unanswered. 

If disappointment is to be avoided, would-be contributors should beware 
of the small magazines of the “ I lore to-day and gone to-morrow class. 
This advice applies particularly to the less than lesser periodicals of India. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the market is not a very hopeful one, yet in 
order that any one may be able, at any rate, to try his luck, a list of the 
principal papers, which have any opening at all for outside work, is given. 
Many of these run as dailies and have a weekly issue with a different name* 
which is more of a magazine, and less rigidly kc^^t for local or topical news. 
The pay in most cases is small. 

A prelimhuify letter i.s advisable, and acquaintance with the magazine to 
which it is desired to send contributions is essential.

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ADVICE TO AUTHORS 

By G. E. MITTON 

The majority of the MSS. submitted to publishers is in the form of fiction, 
being either novels, books for boys and girls, or children's stories. 

Novels 

There never was a time when a beginner had a better chance of notice. 
It is the day of youth and of the amateur. So far as critics are concerned, 
they deal at length only with t^vo sorts of books, those of well-established 
writers, secure in a circulation of tens of thousands, and those of the rawest 
of raw novices, which may just hit the taste of the moment and turn out 
winners. The in-betweens, the men and women who have written a certain 
number of well-considered books but have not struck a best-seller, are dis- 
regarded entirely. Reviewing is almost entirely in the hands of those who 
admire the new " school, and many of these are novelists themselves, who 
review each other's work. 

Luck in fiction is very much a lottery, and it depends at the present time 
not so much on what you say as how you say it. Plot, technique, and careful 
artistry have gone by the board. There is a curious tendency to favour 
a ** spread-over " type of book with innumerable characters distributed 
in time or space. Among the most belauded novels of recent times are many 
of this sort. Those which treat of many generations in one family may be 
called the '* time-variant ” of the style. The inevitable failure to go deeply 
into character or to compel interest does not seem to matter. Indeed, there 
is nothing so remarkable about the most successful of the present-day novels 
than the entire absence of that compelling interest which used to be considered 
essential. Clever sketch-work of a superficial kind, botli in personalities and 
backgrounds, there is in abundance, but the books may be dropped at any 
moment, there is no hold " in them. The definite thread of interest which 
used to be the "story” is out of date and there is nothing to replace it. 
The old idea that a story must be a narrative no longer holds. 

Novels are often much longer than they used to be, but this inordinate 
length is reserved as a rule for the recognised best-sellers. The novel of 
a new writer should be about 75,000 words, and must be typewritten, 
which is no great difficulty nowadays. But it need not have artistic unity 
or a conclusive ending, it may have no matter in it, but be beautifully 
written all about nothing; it may deal with the darkest and crudest forms 
of life so long as it just keeps on the right side of the censorship; it may 
resemble a kaleidoscope, having scenes pitched together anyhow, and 
be utterly incoherent; books of all these types have won the richest 
prizes in the fiction world within very recent times. But it must not be 
hackneyed, it must not be consecutive, or display any sort of technique 
in construction. 

Almost all publishers are eager to get outstanding novels. It is as much 
a matter of importance for their pockets as for those of the authors'. They 
are willing to speculate in a good many novels on the chance that one may 
turn out a winner, the rest possibly paying expenses. So in your choice of 
a publisher you have only to avoid the few firms that do not publish fiction, 
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and you can hardly make a mistake. There are, of course, many kinds : the 
well-established reputable firms, and the reputable new firms, and the much 
advertising firms, who publish hundreds of novels all the year round, and 
those who only publish a few, carefully selected for the sake of their own 
reputation. There are those who are glad to accept the most risky style so 
long as it is within the limit of the law. and others who would not think of 
bringing out any book which touched on the indecent. 

But so far as the novice is concerned, the only firm he has to keep clear 
of is that where the principal says, after a short delay, that his reader thinks 
very well of the novel, and if the writer will put down a certain sum, he will 
do the rest, including all the expenses! Withdraw your hook at once. 

The question of an agent is not an easy one. Agents are certainly neces- 
sary to the author whose books are selling well, and who has to deal vdth 
film rights, serial rights, and many other rights— far more to-day than they 
have ever been before — but if the amateur will take a certain amount of 
trouble in studying the lists of the various publishers, and getting some idea 
of their particular tastes, he can do all that is necessary for himself at first. 
Many publishers now arc only too glad to send round a leaflet or brochure 
d^cribing their output to any address if asked. 

Children's Books 

So far the question has been of novel-writing. Now if you are one of 
that vast army who want to specialize in children's hooks, quito different 
advice must be given. Almost all publishers pay outright for this class of 
work. The reason is that the sales must reach a very high figure before the 
outlay can be recouped, as the books must be brought out cheaply, 'i'heroforo 
the bookwork necessary to reckon up and pay a small royalty would be out 
of proportion to the profit, A sum down is therefore to be expected for all 
rights. School stories, both boys' and girls', are a drug in the market; they 
all run on certain lines, and the subject-matter is very limited, ft x.s more a 
matter of luck than anything else whether your particular nsiuloring of the 
well-worn theme is accepted or not; a certain number are turned out every 
year and the rest turned down, and there is probably very little to choose 
between them. But if you write for smaller children and turn to fairy tales, 
avoid earnestly any kind of story where a child goes to stay with an aunt or 
other relative and meets a fairy who tells him or her about flowers, etc. 
About half the MSS. that come to some publishers’ offices are on these 
and the reason is that anyone can do it. A fairy story must bo fresh in 
presentment and original in style, if it is to have any chance at all, 

School-Readers 

Beyond this again there is a large class of school-readers which involve a 
certain knowledge of the conditions exacted by modern education, and for 
those who understand them a very profitable field, but as these are not fiction^ 
usually history or nature subjects, they may be left thus briefly touched upon. 

Other Books 

Now if a man has made a special study of some subject and expresses 
himself in writing, the acceptance of the book depends as much upon the 
subject-matter as on his lucidity in oxpres.sing it. Anyone who has good 
biography, good travel, or a book on some subject of perennial interest 
treated from a fresh angle or with new matter in it, will not have far to go 
before he finds a publisher, provided he studies the li.sts and tloes not send 
his MS, to a firm specialising in fiction only, as some do. But second-rate 
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stuE hashed tip from other people’s books, or encyclopaedias, or hackneyed 
accounts of well-worn travel routes, will be accepted nowhere. 

This article can only, in the nature of the case, be very sketchy, but it 
may contain some hints of use to authors. 

Humour is not now a requisite in fiction of the novel form. Except for 
tiie books that are avowedly humorous and humorous all through, for which 
there is always a market, it is not desired or required. Take half a dozen of 
the sellers," and you will find, from the beautifully written ones about 
nothing at all to the highly coloured staccato sort as easy to read and digest 
as a jig-saw puzzle in pieces, there is not a trace of humour. 

A large section of fiction to-day is devoted to the detective story. This 
is due to the revolt of the average mind against the lack of construction and 
" a story to tell " in the much puffed books. Those persons who read for 
recreation — ^harshly condemned by the would-be highbrows — ^still demand a 
story in the good old way, and get it in this form. And so great is the output 
of this sort of fiction at present, that the tyro is warned he will have to be 
quite extraordinarily ingenious to make his way into the ranks. Some of 
the best books of the class are not only accurate in detail and full of resource, 
but they also attempt to give some thumb-nail sketches of the characters of 
their principal puppets. This is not work for posterity certainly, but it has 
its place, and can secure a good market price. 


PUBLISHERS’ AGREEMENTS 

There are four main kinds of agreement in vogue between authors and 
publishers in regard to books. 

(a) Commission. Here an author agrees to bear all the cost of producing 
the book and to pay the publishers a commission on sales. This method 
is not recommended to a novice. Publishers are business men, and if there 
is likely to be any profit in a book some one of them, if not the first, will be 
willing to bring it out at his own risk. Such agreements are, however, quite 
useful In the case of a book on some learned, but not widely popular, theme, 
where the author is not expecting any profit, but merely wishes to give the 
results of his work to the world. 

(b) Copyright. This is when a publisher gives the author a lump sum for 
all rights in his book. This is rarely done now by first-class publishers in 
the case of ordinary books, though the practice continues where books for 
boys and girls are concerned. It should be remembered copyright carries 
with it all rights, and the book may turn out to be a huge popular success, 
even to the point of being dramatised or produced as a film play. Copyright 
power, ill-used, is a deadly weapon, as more than one unfortunate author has 
cause to deplore. 

First-cl^s publishers desiring to reissue out-of-date work in which they own 
the copyright, request an author to revise. Unwritten law prevents outside 
revision if the author is willing to undertake the task. 

Outright selling of copyright demands caution and competent advice. 
If a book is in any way datable, a clause should be inserted in the Agreement 
which will make republication dependent upon revision by the author. 

(c) Profit Sharing. This should only be entered into with a firm of known 
repute, because however much the author may study the accounts submitted 
to him from time to time, he has no possible means of checking them, and he 
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will hardly understand many of the items. He must have complete confidence 
In the absolute honesty of his partner^ the publisher, for he is entirely in his 
hands. Given this confidence the arrangement is quite good, for where tl^e 
book runs to a very large circulation the author will get more out of it than 
on any but a very big royalty. He will, however, have to wait for his money ; 
and if the book does not run to any abnormal figures he will not get more, if as 
much, as under a reasonable royalty or copyright arrangement. Whatever 
proportion of the profits he agrees to, he must not let the publisher put in a 
clause about 10 per cent, or 15 per cent, on sales before division of profit, as 
this works out very considerably to the author's disadvantage, for it means 
per cent, on gross, not net, profits. That is to say, if the first edition of a book 
has cost liOQ and been sold for the publisher’s 15 per cent, is calculated 
on that £5^ profit), so the publisher trots <36 5s. against the 

author’s ^^13 15s- The best way is to have a clean division of profits with 
no percentages deducted first. 

(d) Royalty. This arrangement is far the best for a novice, for he knows 
where he is, and unless the publisher is a rogue indeed, it will be difficult to 
cheat. It would, in fact, mean falsifying books and putting himself at the 
mercy of his clerks, unless he keeps all the figures in his own hands. The 
general idea of the sales of books is exaggerated. If a first novel reaches 
2,000 or 3,000 the author can consider he has achieved a fair measure of 
initial success. 

In royalties paid according to contract tremendous variations occur. The 
first novelist cannot hope for the royalties of an established writer. His 
work may be good, but until he becomes a sound investment he represents to 
the publisher a gamble. In most ca.ses royalty on a first novel begins at 
10 per cent, of the published price. At a point in the book sales, which may 
vaxy from 2,000 to 3,000, the royalty mounts to 15 per cent. Publishers 
often start an author’s second book at the royalty point where the first 
stopped. Fifteen per cent., however, in most cases, is the top royalty, no 
matter how well a first book sells. 

As regards advances or sums paid on account of royalty to an author, there 
is no set rule. The Society of Authors holds that at h^ast £2^ should be 
given in advance and on account of royalties to a new writer, but only in 
rare cases can publishers be made to sec this. Publishers do not hesitate 
to pay an author of saleable stuff a .substantial sum on account of royaltic.s. 
Hundreds of books do not earn sufficient royalties to ])ay for advances given, 
in which case the publisher bears up in the hope that the author’s next book 
will repay loss on the first. 

Royalties are no longer the only source of income. Absurd sums anj .some- 
times paid for film rights. Other .sources of rcvenu(.‘ arc* .serial rights — first 
serial before the book is published, and second serial after publication ; 
American and foreign rights, dramatic rights aiid^cheap edition rights. The 
fledgling writer seldom derives profits of any ai>i)rccial>U,‘ amount out of 
rights. Only after he is established do these begin to mount up, and some- 
times not even then. 

In all the foregoing examples variations occur. 



COPYRIGHT 

Notes on Copyright, as it affects Literary and Dramatic Works 
By GEORGE HERBERT THRING 

The Act of 1911 sweeps in all copyright whether by statute or at Common 
Law* It extends to every original literary, dramatic, musical or artistic 
work; if the author of an unpublished work was at the time of making it a 
British resident or subject, or in the case of a published work if such work 
was published within any part of His Majesty's Dominions. 

Duration. The duration of copyright under the Act is for a period 
consisting of the author's life and fifty years beyond. This is subject, how- 
ever, to certain exceptions, as in the case of joint authorship or unpublished 
posthumous works, and a few others. 

There is an important proviso, however, which should be mentioned. It 
runs as follows: “ At any time after the expiration of twenty-five years, or 
in the case of a work in which copyright subsists at the passing of this Act 
(July 1912), thirty years from the death of the author of a published work, 
copyright in the book shall not be deemed to be infringed by tlie reproduction 
of -tile book for sale, if the person reproducing the work proves that he has 
given the prescribed notice in writing of his intentions to reproduce the 
work, and that he has paid in the prescribed manner to, or for the benefit of, 
the owner of the copyright royalties in respect of all copies of the work sold 
by him calculated at the rate of 10 per cent, on the price at which he publishes 
the work." 

Although no case has been decided on the point, this proviso is clearly 
intended to apply to book production only. 

Publication. Publication in relation to any work means the issue of 
copies to the public, and does not include the performance of a dramatic or 
musical work or the delivery in public of a lecture. 

Copyright Defined. Cop3nright means the sole right to produce or 
reproduce the work or any substantial part thereof in any material form 
whatsoever, and in any language, to perform, or in the case of a lecture, to 
deliver, the work or any substantial part thereof in public ; if the work is 
unpublished to publish it, and it also includes the conversion of a dramatic 
work into a novel and vice versa, and in the case of a literary, dramatic or 
musical work the making of any record, perforated roll, cinematograph film, 
or other contrivance for its mechanical performance or delivery. Infringe- 
ment consists in doing without the consent of the owner anything which lies 
within the sole right of the author. 

Action for Infringement. An action in respect of infringement cannot 
be commenced after the expiration of three years next after the infringement. 

There are certain acts, however, which do not constitute infringement. 

" 1. (General.) Any fair dealing with any work for the purposes of 
private studies, research, criticism, review, or newspaper summary." 

The difiiculty may lie in the question of what is " fair dealing." 
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** 2. (Author's use.) The publication in a collection mainly composed of 
non-copyright matter, bona fide intended for the use of schools, and so 
described in the title and in any advertisements issued by the publisher, of 
short passages from published literary works, not themselves published for 
the use of schools, in which copyright subsists; provided that not more than 
two of such passages of works from the same author are published by the 
same publisher within five years and that the source from which such passages 
are taken is acknowledged.’* 

From this it is clear that the ordinary anthology compiled from copyright 
matter is illegal. 

** 3. (Lectures.) The publication in a newspaper of a report of a lecture 
delivered in public, unless the report is prohibited by conspicuous printed 
notices affixed before or maintained during the lecture at or about the main 
entrance of the building in which the lecture is given, and, except when the 
building is being used for public worship, in a position near the lecturer/* 

This is not to affect the provision as to newspapers in paragraph i (General) . 
Lecturers should be exceedingly careful of this proviso lest they lose the 
control of valuable property. 

** 4. The reading or recitation in public by one person of any reasonable 
extract from any published work.** 

In this paragraph the difficulty may lie in the question of what is 
“ reasonable.** 

Note. It may be useful to add here that the essence of infringement of 
copyright is copying. That it may be quite possible for Author No. r to 
write a play or book and for Author No. 2 to produce a play or book almost 
similar in plot, sequence of ideas and effect. Jf Author No. i cannot prove 
that Author No. 2 has actually copied his work, there is no infringement. 
Conversely if Author No. 2 can prove that he could not possibly have had 
access to Autlior No. I's play or book, there is no infringement. 

Assignment. The Act clearly states that the author of the work shall 
be the first owner of the copyright. Then follows a vital point to all authors. 

After stating that the owner of the copyright may assign the right either 
wholly or partially and either generally or subject to limitations as to country 
either for the whole term or for any part thereof, and may grant any interest 
in the right by licence, the section continues, “but no such assignment or grant 
shall be valid unless it is in writing signed by the owner of the right in respect 
of which the assignment or grant is made or by his duly aiithoriaed agent/* 

But it must be added as a warning against the too strict interpretation of 
the section that the agreement to assign the copyright or grant a licence will 
be enforced however informal and even if made verbally, if valuable considera- 
tion therefor has been given or promised. 

Importation of Copies. Copies made out of the United Kingdom of any 
work in which copyright subsists, which would infringe copyright, can be 
prohibited from importation by the owner of the copyrigJxt, who must, either 
himself or through his agent, give notice to the Comiiiissionei-s of Customs and 
Excise, The Commissioners, reccivingsuch notice, will then take the necessary 
steps against importation. 

Serial Rights. The publication, of contributions forwarded to news- 
papers, magazines and current periodicals, unless some stipulation has been 
expressly made to the contrary, is Jield to carry first serial use only to the 
editor of the magazine in which the article appears, and the right of repub- 
lishing them in any other form or in any otlier place is retained by the author. 
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It is well to be careful not to sign a receipt which purports to convey the 
cop3n-ight, a trap sometimes set even now. 

U.S. Copyright. Copyright in the United States is now ruled by an Act 
of 1909 with its amendments. The benefits of this Act are limited to those 
who shall be domiciled in the United States at the time of the production of 
the work requiring copyright or to the subjects of a country which has 
conceded to the States rights equal or equivalent to those granted to its 
own subjects in this matter. These conditions were deemed to have been 
complied with in the case of Great Britain, including her Dependencies, and 
so are allowable to its inhabitants. The Act lays down that a book must be 
published and manufactured from type set up in the United States, subject 
to other technicalities to secure protection. It has been so far modified, 
however, as not to apply to a book in a foreign language ; and interim protec- 
tion is given to a book published in English if one copy is filed at the Library 
of Congress, Washington, within sixty days from the date of publication, 
when a further four months is allowed for the production and publication of 
the work from type set up in the United States and subject to the other 
technicalities required by the Act. These technicalities are best left to the 
United States publisher to look after. But the author should be sure that 
the copyright is registered in his name, and not in the name of the American 
publisher for the term Cop3night, which — as under the Act of 19 ii — ^is all- 
embracing, is uot divisible as under that Act. In consequence difficulties may 
arise if the book is copyrighted in the name of the publisher should the 
author desire to sell his dramatic, cinema or other subsidiary rights. 

If the book has been set up in the States and published subject to the 
necessary technicalities — publication being the essential for securing copy- 
right — then it is entitled to copyright for twenty-eight years, with a renewal 
of another twenty-eight years on application one year before the expiry of 
the first period, by the author, his wife and children or his executors. 

Authors and American Income Tax. Many misleading paragraphs 
have appeared regarding the alien income tax imposed on sums sent to 
English authors from America. It was decided by the American Treasury 
officials over a year ago that the tax did not apply to outright sales, such as 
serial rights, and usually film rights, but only to receipts from royalties, which 
were regarded as income, whereas outright sales, unless paid by instalments, 
were regarded as capital. American payments on sales in the form of royalty, 
or advance on royalty, are taxed 6 per cent, if the money is sent to the author 
ox his agent. 


UNIVERSITY OF LONDON DIPLOMA IN JOURNALISM 

Two-year diploma courses in journalism have been established by the 
University of London. Three colleges of the University — University College, 
King's College, and Bedford College — are conjointly giving efiect to the 
University scheme. 

In addition to regular instruction in special subjects, students will have 
the opportunity of attending lectures on matters of current public interest 
by persons of recognized authority, and of obtaining some practical knowledge 
of journalism.

SERIAL RIGHTS 

By GEORGE HERBERT THRING 


[t is not intended to write an essay on the definition of cop5n:ight, or to 
deal with that subject exhaustively, except so far as it refers to Great 
Britain ; but merely to deal with the subject as it a 0 ects production in the 
magazines, periodicals, papers and annuals and any publication the property 
In whose contents can be classed as serial rights ; and with the mercantile 
values, not the artistic values. 

In the first instance, it is necessary to show how an author should 
guard himself, and the methods by which he should secure his contract and 
then to show how he may avoid falling into the many pitfalls which are the 
result of indefinite contracts. 

It is a curious fact that the word serial or serial use does not occur in 
the Act. But the words have become of such common use in contracts, 
that their sense or their limitations are universally understood. 

Perhaps a good definition of serial rights would be the right to publish 
in a newspaper, magazine, or similar periodical — an annual has been held 
to be a similar periodical. 

But the author must realise that in the sale of serial rights without 
limitation, he sells (i) the first serial use — what editors generally require, 
(2) the second serial use, often sold to provincial papers and to the colonies, 
and (3) the right to repeat the publication in serial form wherever and 
whenever an editor may desire. There is also (^) a simultaneous publication 
of the first serial use wheu it is necessary to acquire copyright for the work 
in the United States. 

He may therefore in his ignorance be selling many valuable markets 
when he sells ** serial rights.*' There are certain syndicates that make a 
habit of purchasing these rights without limitation and selling them all over 
the world* 

The simplest method of all is for the author, when he sends in his MS., 
to put forward his own terms of contract. If the MS. is published without 
further correspondence, it is taken to be published on the terms sot out. 

If the editor desires to vary the terms, then he must write the author a 
letter, in which case, if the MS. is finally published, it will be published on 
the contract set out in a series of letters. 

Achnowledgm&nt . — ^The first thing that an auth(^ should look out for is to 
obtain an acknowledgment of its arrival. Without this he is without know- 
ledge ^ to whether the manuscript has been lost or whether it is receiving 
the editor’s attention. 

The main points which an author should look for in his contract are:*** 

1. The licence he gives. 

2. The price he obtains. 

3. The date of payment, 

4. The date of publication. 

I. When the author omits the statement as to what licence ho is offering, 
then if the editor prints the article without a letter of acceptance, he will be 
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taken legally to have purchased the first serial use. If the MS. is merely 
accepted without any added conditions, the editor still will be taken to have 
purchased the first serial use. 

The editor who ought, by virtue of his position, to have an accurate 
knowledge of the business as well as the artistic side, is nearly always as 
unbusiness-Uke as the author. In consequence the author will have to be 
careful not to give away foolishly after publication, what he never intendfed 
to give, and what the editor had no desire to ask — before publication. 

Many business firms send receipts with their cheques claiming for all serial 
rights or the copyright. It is an easy matter for the author to cash the 
cheque, alter the receipt to the exact terms of the contract, and return it. 
But that course is rendered impossible by certain super-business corporations, 
who have a printed endorsement at the back of their cheques which purports 
to convey, in many cases copyright, and in many cases rights which the 
author never intended to convey. 

The author's difficulty in these circumstances cannot be exaggerated, 
as the bank has instructions not to pay the cheque if the endorsement is 
altered. The author in most cases either fearing to lose a valuable market 
if he disputes the treatment, or needing the money, signs the cheque and 
gives away valuable property, which in all probability the corporation or 
proprietor will never use. Some of the best-known corporations indulge in 
this objectionable practice, so that an author cannot be too careful. He 
must not think that because a proprietor, or his magazine, has a big name 
before the public, that it follows that he — ^the proprietor — ^will not make the 
best bargain he can at the expense of the author ; but this method of 
treatment is no bargain in the accepted sense 0/ the word. 

If an editor, acting for the proprietor, desires to purchase the copyright, 
or world serial rights, or any other right or share, he must state this clearly 
before the article or story is published. 

2* Many authors are shy of stating the price they claim for their work 
in case the MS, should be throwm back upon their hands, and therefore — 
businesslike on other points — ^neglect to insert the amount they require per 
thousand words. 

It may be conceded that with certain editors and certain proprietors it 
is unnecessary to mention a figure, as the figure usually paid is well known. 
But with other editors and other proprietors, to mention the price is essential 
if an author desires to avoid a dispute, especially in the case of a large 
corporation which owns a number of papers. It sometimes happens that 
the editor of one paper may pass the material on to another editor, and the 
contribution will be published where it was never meant to appear and 
where the ruling prices are entirely different. 

An author must not think that he is bound to accept any payment that 
is made, nor does the fa<jj: that the editor asserts that the rate is the usual 
rate of the paper, determine the validity of the contract. The price must 
be a reasonable price. 

In cases of dispute, however, the author often fears, as in the case of 
cheque endorsement, to lose a market, or is in need of money, and accor<J- 
ingly the wicked flourish in their wickedness. It should be the duty of 
a business-like editor dealing with an unbusiness-like author to have a regular 
stereotyped form which should be posted to the author on acceptance, stating 
the right or rights he desires to purchase and the price that the proprietors 
pay per thousand words or per column or page for those rights. 

3. The date of payment is another vital point in the contract. All 
articles and stories should be paid for on acceptance, and there should be 
no exception to this rule save where an editor, for some special reason. 
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wants to reconsider the copy but then only on his notifying the author of 
bis intention. 

This, unfortunately, is not a universal custom, and in consequence again 
disregarding the position of the worker the editor does not as a general rule 
specify any special time for payment, and again in many cases the author 
dqes not care to insist upon his rights. 

' The legal position, if the MS. is accepted, is that the author, in the 
absence of any special contract, is entitled to be paid on acceptance. If 
the editor states that he will pay on publication, then publication must be 
within a reasonable time. Payment cannot in that case be delayed 
indefinitely. 

If the MS. is published within a reasonable time, an author should 
remember that papers and magazines have, for the sake of their financial 
departments, definite days on which payments are made, and they should 
not therefore trouble an editor or manager unnecessarily. An author, 
however, should not be satisfied if the delay becomes longer than a month. 

No editor is entitled to use the work of an author without any payment 
unless he states the fact to the author before publication and the author 
agrees. If the work is published without any such notification the author 
Is entitled to be paid his usual rate of payment. 

4. Finally arises the date of publication, TJiis perhaps is the most 
difficult point to demand of an editor, but still most essential while the 
United States Copyright Law stands as it does, when in order to secure 
United States copyright, publication in the U.S.A. must be made within a 
certain time from the publication in England and subject to certain 
technicalities. 

To arrange this matter of the U.S.A. copyriglit is difficult for the British 
author. It is not merely with a view to obtaining the United States copy 
right that tlie date of publication is important. It is most important if the 
article is a topical article, and also if the publication may interfere with 
other contracts. 

Second Serial Rights . — When an author has dealt satisfactorily with 
the first serial use, he must not think that his serial rights are necessarily 
exhausted. There are syndicates that buy second serial rights and give 
quite good suras for them. They get back the value by selling them to 
Dominion papers, or running them through provincial papers. But the 
author should be exceedingly careful in these cases to grant a licence and not 
to sell a right, and the licence should be limited in terms. It might even be 
necessary to exclude publication in certain papers or periodicals. He must, 
however, be sure he is not conveying a wider right or licence than he 
intended to convey. It is not always easy to sell the second serial use, 
and the remuneration is naturally not as high that paid for the first 
publication ; but the author may get additional readers and his work may 
become widely popular if pushed through these channels, so that ho obtains 
a wider circulation for his work when published in boolc form. 

* United States and Serial Rights (1924), — Before closing tins article it 
wiU be as well to say a few words about the present American Act. 
Under that Act — without quoting the clauses in detail — a story or article 
published in England must be tiled at Washington witliin sixty days of its 
publication, and there is a further period of four months granted Irom the 
date of filing in which to obtain United States copyright by publication in 
the United States from type set up there subject to the other technicalities 
of the United States Act, the most important of which is the affixing of 
the copyright notice required by the Act to the article or story. 
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As already pointed out, the date of publication from the point of view 
of the author desiring to acquire United States copyright is essential. For 
if the article is published in the United States prior to its publication in 
England, the British copyright is lost. It is safest, therefore, that the pub- 
lications should be simultaneous. 

An autlior, however, must not think he is out of the wood when he has 
arranged the suitable dates and has sold the United States* first serial use 
to an American editor. The editor or proprietor of the magazine, in the 
absence of a special contract, registers the magazine at Washington and 
takes out copyright in the magazine and its contents as a whole. It is 
necessary, therefore, that an author, to obtain a retransfer of the copyright 
in his own individual article, such reassignment should be signed by the 
proprietor of the magazine or a reasonable official of the corporation which 
owns the magazine, and should be promptly recorded in the cop3night 
office at Washington. 

The only criticism of this form is in regard to the words in brackets : 
** for the right of magazine publication." Authors are advised in the matter 
of the United States market, just as in the English market, to grant merely 
the first serial use to the proprietors of a magazine and should understand 
that, if their work is published without any specific contract, that it is only 
the licence which they will have granted. 

One of the leading authorities on copyright in America points out that 
since American copyright, unlike English, is indivisible, any grant of 
particular rights in it, limited in any way whatsoever, operates merely as a 
licence and not as a technical assignment. 

Therefore, it is of the utmost importance that an author should have 
his American copyright registered in his own name, otherwise he might be 
severely handicapped in dealing with portions of his property. 

If the copyright in an author's work has been registered in the 
name of a magazine proprietor, and if the author wishes to negotiate 
with a publisher for the production of the same work in book form, he will 
either have to make the magazine proprietor a party to the contract or 
procure from him a declaration that he (the magazine proprietor) is the 
registered holder of the copyright in the work in trust lor the author. 

Another difficulty might arise in regard to cinema rights. The American 
cinema trade has a lawyer deputed to investigate titles. He might advise 
a cinema producer to refuse any work the copyright of which was not 
registered in the author's own name, or demand that the matter should be 
adjusted before he deals with the author direct. 

Manuscripts . — ^When the article is a topical article it is as well that the 
author should add a note to this effect in his covering letter, that if the 
article is not accepted by a certain date, he intends to use it elsewhere, and 
will hold the editor responsible if the article is used after the date mentioned. 
If the article is not topical, no author should allow his MS. to rest with 
an editor over a fortnight without a formal acknowledgment, or over a 
month without a formal contract. 

In most of the points mentioned difficulties arise through the lack of 
consideration shown by editors and proprietors. 

In conclusion we should say that in the end it pays an authoe

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 

By GEORGE HERBET^T THRING 


The Act of Foundation of the International Union is the Convention of Bemc 
signed on September o, iSS6, and brought into force December 5, 1SS7. This 
Act was amended at Paris on May 4, 1896, by an additional Act, then entirely 
recast at Berlin on November 33, 1908. The Act of 3 -Vrlin, which came into 
force on September 9, 1910, is known as the “Kevised Convention of Berne/' 

An additional Protocol was signed at Berne on March 20, 1934, in order to 
allow countries belonging to the Union to restrict in certain circumstances 
the protection accorded to authors of a country not belonging to the Union, 
Canada, so far, is the only country that has made use of this right in regard 
to authors citizens of the U.S.A. 

The Convention of Berne, revis(td at Berlin, has in its turn been subjected 
to revision at Rome on June 2, 1928. The Act of Rome came into force on 
August I, 1931, and has boon signed by fourteen countries belonging to the 
Union. 

The whole aim of International Co])yright is (t) to grant to the citizens in 
one of the countries of the Union Copyright in the othc^r countries of the 
Union, without any technicalities such as registration, printing, etc., and (2) 
to obtain a uniform duration of Copyright lor the life of tlic author and 
fifty years afterwards. In a short treatise it is impossible to [)ut forward 
all the details of a complicated series of Conventions with their wiricd excep- 
tions, but (i) has been obtained; and (2) has been obtained in the majority 
of countries. 

There are two essential points for the author: — 

1. What this International Copyright covers; 

2. The list of countries bound to the Union. 

1, Tliis covers without exception the work published in the language in 
the country of origin in all other countries, but iyanslation rights 

{a) under the Convention of Berne endured in other countries for ten 
years only from the date of publication in the country of origin; 

(6) under the Act of Paris for the full titrm of Copyright in other countries, 
provided that if no translation was published in the language of 
any of the other countries in which the author desirtJd to obtain 
Copyright witliin ton years from the date of ptiblipalion in the 
country of origin, the right of translation fell into public demesne; 
(c) under the revised Convention of Borne for the term of Copyright in 
otlier countries without limitation. ^

FREE-LANCE OPPORTUNITIES IN THE 
TRADE PRESS 

By geo. E. ROWLES 

Keen observers note that the trend of the trade press is towards brighter 
papers, in both make-np and matter used. It seems that the bright make-up 
of the popular I^ess and the magazines has educated the trader to expect 
the same brightness in his trade papers, which are coming into line. 

For the purposes of this article the trade press may be divided, roughly, 
into two classes: (i) those papers which exist primarily to dissenainate news 
of the trades which they serve; (2) those papers which combine a modified news 
service with articles on salesmanship, window display and better business 
methods generally. Journalists differ as to what the functions of the trade 
paper should be — news or views, or a combination of both — bxit here we are 
concerned only with the market as it at present exists. Apart from the 
classes mentioned above, there is a further section which embraces papers 
dealing with highly specialized subjects, but these would come under the 
heading of highly technical journals, which can hardly lie within the scope 
of the free-lance who has not yet “ arrived.*' 

Before the free-lance can tackle these markets with success he (or she) 
must get rid of the idea that anything will do for the trade press. Nowadays 
trade paper editors arc trained joumalisis who have specialized; they have 
decided views as to what their readers want and what is good for them. 
Trade paper editors are also quick to recognize merit and to give encourage- 
ment, and often go out of their way to point out why an article has been 
rejected. Some even send to would-be contributors a summary of what they 
want and what they cannot accept. 

Generally, however, the young free-lance will have to dig up for himself 
his knowledge of trade paper markets. The best way to do this is to take up 
a few weeks' subscription of two or three journals covering the same trade, 
for although some papers have similar names they may hav'c quite dissimilar 
appeals and policies. If the free-lance docs not get the atmosphere of the 
trade journal, he cannot hope to become one of its contributors, fie must 
feel his way — and then work^ not necessarily on the exact lines o^the papers. 

It is a good idea to write to several trade paper edit<>r.s, asking whether 
trade news would be welcomed. If a stamjjed addressed envelope is 
enclosed the reply will probably be in the affirmative providing the district 
is not already covered. It is then up to the frcc-lan.ee to develop his nows 
sources. If you are a trade journalist you cannot know too many people who 
are engaged in trade of one kind or another. 

When your editors find that you are sending in the right stuH regularly 
they will probably appoint you as accredited repros(intativo, whicli will give 
jrou authority to seek news on their behalf, mentioning the names of the 
papers. This simplifies your job and gives you access to many people whom 
yTOu as an unknown free-lance could not hope to approach. 

Unfortunately, this is the point at which many would-be trade journalists 
ose ground, especially when they arc dealing with trades of which tliey know 
ittle. Keally, there is nothing of which to be afraid. Tradespeople do not 
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expect you to know everything about their particular trades; in fact, if you 
pretend to know more than you do, they will soon discover the fact and put 
you down as unreliable, wliich is the last thing to be desired. 

It is a mistake to wander into a man’s o&ce to interview him on the 
ofi-chance of getting some copy. Always have a definite aim in view. Always 
have something real to talk about. He may be very busy — or, worse still, 
trade may be very bad, and he will be in no humour to see you. He will 
perhaps take up the attitude “ What good is it going to do me to talk to 
you ? ” If, however, he is extending his premises, or has just celebrated his 
2ist business anniversary, or something of the kind, then you have a real 
excuse, for he can legitimately be brought into the news. Do the job pro- 
perly. Ring him up and ask if he will see you at his convenience, or write 
to him and ask him for an appointment. If you play your cards properly 
he will be flattered and the rest is up to y'ou. Go prepared with your questions 
(not too many), and let him talk. A judicious word Fere and there from 
you will turn the conversation in the direction you have in mind, but do 
not act as if you were a reporter at a coroner’s inquest. Remember that it 
is an interview and not a speech by him. If he is a really important man 
in the trade you will simply let him talk. 

Interviewing manufacturers and traders is a different proposition from 
interviewing actresses and Society beauties. Tradespeople have to be careful 
what they are made to say in print. There are so many different interests 
that must not be offended, and so many competitors who must not know 
too much, that it wiU give your man confidence if you tell him that you will 
let him see a copy of what you write before sending it in. If he knows you 
very well, or has confidence in your bearing as a journalist, he will trust you 
not to let him down, but it is courteous to give him the opportunity of 
checking what you say about him. 

Everything that a journalist writes is a " story,'' and many good trade 
** stories " may be picked up in a district of any reasonable size. Stimulating 
stories are the best, but many of them are never recorded in the trade press 
because nobody sees their news value. Here are one or two examples of 
free-lance enterprise: After the luncheon at an important trade exhibition the 
“ daily ’ ’ men returned to their respective offices to write their stories. A trade 
free-lance, sensing some good copy, followed the titled President of the exhibi- 
tion for more than an hour, hoping to get a word with him, but the task seemed 
hopeless as there were always important men in close attendance. Then the 
bright idea flashed upon the free-lance to find his lordship’s car among the 
many outside the exhibition. After another hour's wait his patience w^as 
rewarded. As his lordship descended the steps of the exhibition the journalist 
rushed to the car, opened the door before an attendant could do so, and 
slipped his card into the hand of his *'prey," who was surprised, a little 
amused, and generous with a special message for the journalist's paper and 
a piece of exclusive infofmation which could justly be claimed as a trade 
scoop. There is no substitute for enterprise in news-gathering, trade or 
otherwise. 

A local paper published a three-line paragraph that a firm in the district 
had won fifty prizes for confectionery at trade exhibitions in two years — and 
left it at that. A trade free-lance who saw the paragraph thought there 
was a story behind this and went along. He discovered that all members 
of the prize team were under the age of twenty-four. This provided material 
for an interview with the proprietor, a review of the business, and a scoop 
for a trade paper. The local paper, practically on the firin’ s doorstep, could 
not be proud of its youthful team of prize-wiimers, for it did not know any- 
thing about them; the trade paper boosted them* The local paper only 
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cratched the surface; the trade free-lance dug a little deeper and found the 
old. Truly a long nose is invaluable in trade news-gathering. 

When the free-lance has developed into a news-getter he may turn many 
,n honest guinea by reporting on special trade trends. Most traders have a 
‘ problem.'* In some cases this problem will be one of price-cutting — ^ve^ 
nuch to the fore — or the supplying of goods by wholesalers to clubs held in 
actories or large offices. Some trade papers regard this sort of thing as first- 
lass news. If the free-lance keeps in touch with local secretaries ol traders* 
Irganizations and Chambers of Commerce, he may gain access to excellent 
;opy which will be welcomed by editors who cannot get this news through any 
Ither channel, or at any rate not so quicldy as through the free-lance who sets 
>ut to get it. 

It is taken for granted that the would-be trade press contributor is able 
:o write King’s English, is versatile, and is willing and anxious to add grist 
•o his mill by any legitimate means. If he is observant he will naturally 
kke note of business methods employed by the traders with whom he comes 
nto contact. The fact that his local hosier, tailor, or ironmonger gives him 
yood or bad service, as the case may be, will often provide the germ of an 
dea that may be worked up to good advantage. Taking his own experience 
3LS a peg on which to hang his article, he may be able to write an acceptable 
thousand words or so. These human stories based on personal experience 
ring true and are welcomed by the editors of trade journals if given the correct 
treatment. The trade papers want this kind of thing — hard facts and ])ractical 
3tufi that will help their readers to avoid mistakes and to take advantage of new 
ideas that will help them to make more money. 

Many overseas trade papers welcome correspondence. An enterprising 
free-lance can build up an extremely profitable connection overseas, especially 
if he has expert knowledge of any particular trade. By keeping in touch 
with the publicity offices of the great shipping lines (who will be pleased to 
put the name of any journalist on their mailing list) the free-lance can obtain 
important interviews with prominent overseas bu.siness men who visit this 
country. These interviews provide good " copy ** and are paid for generously. 

Particulars of many important overseas trade journals are given in the 
Writers* and Artists* Year Book. Any of the Press Guides will give 
additional information. Traders overseas like to know what business men 
in tMs country are doing, and this provides plenty of opportunities for saleable 
articles providing the free-lance keeps at it. 

The significance of the recent Ottawa Conference should be borne in mind 
with regard to overseas trade pajxjrs. Empire trade will be of greater 
importance than ever before. The coming British Tnduslrios Fair and other 
exhibitions will provide unlimited copy for those who seek it. Tiie prominent 
overseas business men visiting the Exhibition will provide an almost inex- 
haustible news source. « 

The free-lance who desires to gain a footing in the trade press must always 
keep before him the fact that trade paper editors want meat.*' Whether 
it is news, or ideas for increasing trade, or organizing the office or factory — 
whatever the topic, let it run only to what it is worth. To attempt to '* spin 
it out ** is fatal to all chance of success. There is hardly ever any necessity 
tor padding in the trade press; when there is, it can safely be left to the stafi. 

Finally, the free-lance who shows enterprise is the "one most likely to 
succeed in trade journalism. Be quick to see a nows angle and as quick to 
foUow it up. A three-line paragraph in a newspaper or a three-line bill in 
a shop window may be a clue to a three-guinea cheque. 



BOOKS FOR THE WRITER

PREPARATION OF THE MANUSCRIPT* 

We will start at the moment when, having a collected mass of written pag^s, 
you wonder what to do with them. Every beginner should acquire a type- 
writer, which can be bought for a small sum, certainly for much less than it 
costs to have a manuscript typed by an expert. Good typing is not cheap. 
Even second-grade typing runs up to £6 or £y for a book of average length. 
Second-hand typewriters of good makes may be bought at low prices, and 
soon save the outlay. It is possible quickly to become proficient, and the 
advantage to an amateur writer of a typewriter at command cannot too 
strongly be emphasised. Without an available machine, the amateur is 
brought to a full stop even as he contemplates his manuscript returned 
from an expert. Glaring errors (his own), face him, but rather than mar the 
immaculate pages he leaves them uncorrected. The literary fledgling minus 
a t^ewriter is like a jobbing gardener without his shears. 

Those casuals who do their own typing and have the idea that lack of a 
correct margin, the crowding together of the lines, misspellings and verbal 
alterations in ink make no matter, have no idea what a bad impression slovenly 
typed work gives. It has resulted before now in the rejection of a fair to 
middling manuscript. When your time becomes precious, look out for a 
good typist. 

Use white paper about eight inches wide and eleven inches long, and leave 
margins of if inches on the left-hand side, and about i inch at the top of 
each sheet. Let the sheets of the manuscript be of uniform size throughout, 
and as far as possible have approximately the same number of lines on each 
page, as that is a great help in making the estimates of length and planning 
the mechanical features of the book. 

The pages of a manuscript should be numbered consecutively throughout. 
Inserted pages should be numbered alphabetically, e.g. 45 a, 45 b, 45 c, and 
the preceding page should have the words : “ 45 a, 45 b, 45 c follow.** Pages 
taken out should be accounted for on the preceding page. 

Do not bolt the manuscript together in one great wad. The pages will 
keep in better condition if the book is divided into chapters. I favour placing 
chapters in a firm box. Rubber bands are not infallible, and no more dis- 
tressing moment confronts a reader than when a loose manuscript slips its 
moorings and the pages scatter about the floor. The pages of individual 
chapters sl:^uld not be numbered independently. 

Write on one side of the sheet only. 

Ink should always bemused for handwriting. 

Manuscripts should not be rolled or folded. Sheets that have been rolled 
are very unhandy for both readers and printers. 

Typewritten manuscript is preferable to handwritten. It is easier to 
read and to correct. It saves the printer's time and prevents the occurrence 
of typographical errors with consequent expense. 

In typewriting do not use single spacing. The usual double spacing is 
to be preferred. 

Material to be used as a footnote may be inserted between two lines drawn 
across the full width of the page and reference be made to it in the text thus.*

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Where footnotes are numerous, they should begin with * at each new 
chapter, and be numbered consecutively throughout each chapter. 

Extracts from the works of other authors should be carefully marked, as 
they are generally set up in a smaller type than that of the text. If copy- 
righted matter is included in the text, permission for its use should always 
first be secured from the owner of the copyright. 

‘Use paste when attaching one piece of paper to another ; do not use pins. 
The manuscript goes through so many hands that pinned papers are likely 
to become separated, and the unattached papers often an- misplaced. 

In preparing the copy, follow some good standard dictionary (preferably 
the Oxford English) for spelling, and edit it carefully with a view to preserving 
consistency in matters of punctuation and style. Indicate plainly whether 
numbers used are to be written in numerals or spelled out as words. 

COPY WELL PREPARED IS THE BEST INVESTMENT AN AUTHOR 
CAN MAKE. 

It is now doubly important that manuscripts should be perfect, since 
many publishers seek to minimise the present-day cost of book production 
by supplying only one set of proofs for correction, and those in page. Before 
the rise in cost of production first proofs came in galley form, which permitted 
considerable alterations and changes. 

First proofs, whether in galley or page form, arc sent in duplicate, accom- 
panied by the manuscript pages. The set of proofs with the proof reader's 
markings is the one which the author should correct and return. The other 
set may be retained by liim. All corrected proofs and the accompanying 
manuscript (if any) should be returned to the publisher. VVhem a proof is 
returned finally corrected for printing, the word PRESS should bo written 
on the first pag(', or tlu* word REVISE if another proof be wanted. 

For all general purposes use a black riband on your typewriter, never a 
fancy colour. Black ink niak<*s an infinitely nicer api>earance. 

Typing a jda}/ is not .so simple a matter as typing a book, but the purposeful 
amateur need not b(‘ d<iunte<l. Buy a copy of a published play, and study 
the lay-out. Put a rod and black riband on your typt'writer, and use the 
red for namc.s of characters, entrances and exits, and all descriptive matter. 

The novel of a new writer should be about 75,000 words. When you 
have made your name you can write to any length, i^ublishers will not 
gamble on long first novels, owing to the extra cost. Books for boys and 
girls should average from 40,000 to 50,000 words, not more. 


BEWARE OF LIBEL 

By A LAWYER 

The phrase "‘All characters in tliis story are entirely fictitious*' may sound 
reassuring to the young writer, but its insertion gives him no licence to make 
a defamatory statement about any living person. An author or journalist 
is liable for all the consequences, if he has led liis readers to boUevo that his 
libellous remarks refer to a particular person, even if he has never hoard 
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of such person, nor intended to libel him. It is no defence for him to plead 
that he made an honest mistake, or that his readers misunderstood his 
meaning, lor the court will not consider what the defendant meant in his 
own breast, but what the words meant to other people, having regard to all 
the circumstances of the case. 

In a well-known case, which illustrates the point, the proprietors and 
publishers of a newspaper published a gossip column purporting to describe 
what their Paris correspondent had actually seen at Dieppe, in the course 
of which certain defamatory words were used about a man named Artemus 
Jones. This description was imaginary, and the corres|^ndent had never 
heard of such a person. Unfortunately, there was a barrister of that name, 
who brought an action for libel, and proved that certain friends believed the 
remarks to refer to him. The result was that the plaintiff won the case, and 
the reporter, presumably, lost his employment. 

To be defamatory the matter must be untrue, it must be calculated to 
injure the reputation of another by exposing him to hatred, ridicule or con- 
tempt, and it must be communicated to some person or persons other than 
the injured party. Libel may be in writing, by drawing or by effigy, and it 
may be direct, by ironic praise or by innuendo, but it must be injurious to 
some person's character. Thus, it is permissible to refer to a rival newspaper 
as 'The Market Street Ananias," for this may not reflect on the personal 
character of the proprietor. 

A cartoon or an advertisement may contain a libel as clearly as if it had 
been written, and if it does, the publishers or proprietors may be sued success- 
fully. This was upheld in a recent case, where a wcU-lmown amateur golf 
champion sued a firm of chocolate manufacturers for a libellous innuendo 
contained in an advertisement. The matter complained of consisted of a 
drawing of the golfer in the act of striking the ball; below the picture appeared 
a perfectly good-natured limerick associating his name with the Arm's 
chocolate. The court upheld the golfer's contention that the picture and 
words contained the innuendo that he had allowed the use of his name in 
return for some reward or gain. In connection with most people the words 
would have been harmless, but used in connection with the golfer the innuendo 
tended to question his status as an amateur. 

So it wiU be seen that the \vriter's own intention will not be considered 
if apparently harmless words contain a hidden meaning which reflects discredit 
on some person. 

Libellous statements have far-reaching effects, for not only is tlie contri- 
butor responsible but also the printer, the proprietor of the magazine or 
newspaper, and even the newspaper vendor who sells the paper. Fortunately 
for the latt(;jr, a special defence lies open to librarians and newsagents who 
unwittingly disseminate the w'ork containing the libel, and they will be 
excused if they can proy^ that there was nothing to show that the paper or 
book contained a hbcl, and that they distributed it in the usual course of 
their business, without any negligence on their part or knowledge of the libel. 

However, ignorance is no defence for tJie unfortunate printer or pro- 
prietor any more than it is for the contributor. Though if such statement 
has been printed in a newspaper, without the editor's knowledge of the libel, 
and without gross negligence on his part, tlie editor may plead 1/at as soon 
as possible lie inserted a full apology in such newspaper or periodical, or 
oAered to insert one in any paper to be selected by the plaintiff, and that he 
has paid an adequate suin into court. Such a plea is a good defence, but 
wiU bo of little consolation to the editor or publisher who has received the 
unwelcome publicity, 

A plaintiff is entitled to bring an action against anyone concerned in 
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Dublishing or communicating the libel, but he generally' sues the wealthy 
proprietors, in preference to the impecunious reporter. 

If several people are responsible for the one publication, the plaintiff 
may obtain damages from one of them only, but if the publication occurs on 
lifferent occasions, as when a provincial paper copies a libellous report from 
3, London one, the aggrieved person may obtain damages from both pro- 
prietors, but the sum he is awarded in the first case, be taken into con 
jideration when the damages are assessed in the second case. 

Certain communications, such as reports of judicial proceedings, or reports 
of certain public meetings are privileged, the reporter and his paper are entitle 
to publish with impunity any libellous statements that wore actually made 
during the meeting. 

To obtain the benefit of this privilege, the report must be fair and accurate; 
it must not be one that is prohibited by order of the court, and it must be 
published contemporaneously with such proceedings. If it is published some 
time after the occasion, the person responsible will have to prove also that 
he was not actuated by malice. 

When reporting proceedings in any court, the journalist must be on his 
guard lest he make anjr comment which might prejudice the fair trial of the 
case, as the proprietors of any paper publishing prejudicial information, may 
be arraigned for contempt of court. Last year (1932) the proprietors of a 
paper were fined for publishing an interview with a woman, who was an 
important witness in a case that was to be heard in the Consistory Court. 

Perhaps the most useful defence open to a reporter or journalist is that 
the defamatory statement is only fair comment on a matter of public intere.st. 
To avail himself of this plea, it is essential that he sliould state the tacts 
correctly, and he should be acting without malice, and timt the matter is 
one of public, not merely private intcrc.st. Tliis defence only allows him 
to comment on or criticise the facts, and he must make no deiiiiitc assertions 
which the facts do not warrant. If he bears these points in mind, it docs 
not matter that his criticism may be considered unfair by some people, or 
that it is prejudiced or even incorrect. 

The critic is entitled to use ridicule, sarcasm or irony as his w^capons so 
long as he uses them fairly; the comment must be such as a fair mind would 
use under the circumstances. Thus, when a daily paper commented fairly, 
but unfavourably, on the alleged claims of a spiritualist, the court upheld 
the paper's right to comment, as the matter was one of public interest. 

Without this important proviso it might be that the inucli vaunted freedom 
of our Press would be considerably hampered. 

It is not accessary for a plaiiitill, in an action for libel, to prove that he 
has suffered any actual damage or pecuniary loss, though if he ims the sum 
awarded to him will be larger. If no damage has been caused, or the character 
of the plaintiff is a bad one, a jury may, and frefjwjixtly does, award con- 
temptuous damages of }d. On the other liand, vindictive damages consisting 
of a very large sum are sometimes awardotl specially if the defendant has 
unsuccessfully pleaded that the defamatory statement was true. 

Therefore the inexperienced writer should bo perpetually on his guard 
lest he unwittingly make a libellous statement which may cost him a large 
sum of money, as well as damage his career at the outset, for an editor will 
not easily forget one who has involved his pajxjr in a lawsuit. 



TRANSLATIONS 

It is difficult to advise tiie many amateur writers who desire to know how 
to obtain commissions to translate books. Free-lances rarely possess, a 
knowledge of out-of-the-way languages and rely for the most part on acquain- 
tance with French and German. The proposition is the more difficult because 
most important publishing houses have what wc may call “ opposite numbers/' 
and between them exists a constant interchange of knowledge and suggestion 
connected with forthcoming, or recently published, books. Long-established 
publishers have their tried and trusty translators, and into this circle an 
outsider, with limited literary experience, will find it hard to penetrate. 

Earnings are overestimated by the inexperienced ; most translators are 
paid a sum down. Often an extremely small sum, and unless unusual arrange- 
ments are made he is entirely outside the royalty system, which belongs, of 
course, to the author As a rule, however remarkable the success of a book, 
but little kudos attends its translator, who is lucky if he gets a chance mention 
in one or two reviews. 

Again, amateur writers seem to think that a knowledge of two languages 
equips them for the arduous work of translation. Much more than that is 
required. Whether the work to be translated is an historical book, or a novel, 
the translator must have a working knowledge of the period covered, and 
infinite patience in the search for corresponding expressions and in the 
recasting of sentences. He has also the task of seeing the book through the 
press; and in many cases those who feel themselves fitted to translate have 
no experience of conducting a book through its various phases, any more 
than they could, in the case of an historical or biographical work, prepare an 
index, and possibly write an introduction. 

A competent beginner who feels himself able to cope with all the work 
of a translation is advised to try and find a first-class book of a literary and 
provocative nature, which has not in the country of its origin received the 
notice it merits. The next move is to endeavour to interest a publisher in 
it, having first consulted the author of the book and obtained his interest 
and permission to translate.

WRITING FOR THE JUVENILE MARKET 

By F. J. HAKVEY DARTON 

The hundreds of people Avho seek lo write for the Juvenile IMarkot can be 
divided, from one point of view, into two classes: (I) those who know a fair 
amount about the technical requirements, and write to fulfil them; and (II) 
those %vho have something to say wdiich they think children would like to 
hear, but have not much idea’ of how to say it. Each class again may bo sub* 
divided. 

The Ivnowlcdgcables arc {a) those who think that length, subject and 
treatment, the things they have learnt about, or can karn about from the 
Writers’ and Artists’ Year Book, are all that matter; and (b) those who 
earnestly w'ant to say something and to put tliemselves into it, and who can 
subdue their personality, without killing it, into a ])arlicular known form. 

The Imiocenls arc (a) complete fools, or at any rate people who lliink that 
eagerness to '‘keep the chicks amused” or to ‘Touch the Jicart of a child,” 
or something vague and enthusiastic of that kind, is the only quality needed, 
and that the editor (wildly alert for th 5 t rare characteristic, love of chil- 
dren!) by some trick does all the rest, even the punctuation; and {b) persons 
who feel that enthusiasm, but have it under control and want lo know how to 
put it to practical use for themselves and for children. 

What an editor wants is mueJx more likely to come — freshly and wtI- 
comcly — from Class (11) (6) than any other. The Knowledgeable Enthusiast 
(Class I b) is already in the marktii, and the (Alitor can nearly alw'ays find, 
him. He is also rare, but even so lie may be, in regard lo certain subjects, 
one of a small crowd. At any rate he needs no advice . 

The Innocent Fool (Cla.ss 11 a) is the bane, the pest, of every editor; 
the contributor who is created by Providence to prevent him from forgetting 
that an editor is one of the poorest creatures in the literary world, always 
turning the handle of a wheezy machine. The Merc Expert (Class I a) is very 
nearly as bad. He is incredibly numerous, offensively slick and eflicicnt, and 
usually void of real personality. If you want machiiuj-madc stuff in a hurry, 
he is useful. There arc scores o1 him on the doorstep, lie will never become the 
ideal contributor, though if he has very robust health, tireless energy, a per- 
petually revolving brain, his skill will earn him a living until kc cracks up 
or someone a tiny fraction livelier shoves him out of the way. 

That is a hard saying, especially for those who ha^c put something of their 
real self into learning that very virtue of efficiency. What is meant is that, 
in the vast mass of material which editors in the juvenile market have lo 
consider (for there is a widespread delusion that anyone can write for children), 
the little thing that turns the scale in favour of acceptance is not efficiency. 
It is not the seller who sells the goods, any more than, in the long run, it is the 
stall-holder (the editor), who demands them. It is the inaker^ the prime pro- 
du(;er from raw material, who gives the wares their real flavour, and it is the 
ultimate consumer, the child, who chooses the stall he wall deal with and the 
goods he will buy at it. 

Consider this question of efficiency. You can make a chart, from the pages 
of the Writers’ and Artists’ Year Book, of the chief branches of the 
market. In the section of Journals and Magazines** there are a1x)ut two- 
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score entries of publications which cater specially for the younger generation ; 
and there are others which give fairly regular but not predominant space 
to j uvenile matter. These are all classified in various helpful ways elsewhere 
in the Year Book. But every would-be contributor ought, as a discipline, 
as a practical aid to ease, and even as an inspiration, to digest that information 
— ^to boil it down and make it into a formal table, by himself and for himself. 
He may never use it, and he ought never to take it as a table of laws. It should 
be a '‘law” only in the strict scientific sense — ^not a definition of what must 
be done, but a statement of what usually is done. Scientific or natural laws 
are always being modified, or rather, re-stated. Your literary “law” has 
to become natural — it is natural, really. Tabulating it is only a mental exer- 
cise, invaluable in itself, but a means, not an end. 

In this chart there will be many plain facts: even the exact title and 
address of the desired journals, details which experts themselves sometimes 
disastrously take for granted; the length of contribution required; the 
unacceptable things (much more important than the acceptable, for to submit 
them puts you into Class II a at once) ; a few formalities ("no preliminary 
letter required,” for instance); the age of the reader aimed at; the "tone” 
required ("improving,” "open-air,” or what not); and the "treatment.”* 
Most of these things vary with each magazine, and a Highest Common Factor 
is apt to turn out to be a very small ingredient indeed. You can reach — 
but you must do it for yourself, for familiarity has got to become a habit, 
not a trick of paper memory — a general knowledge that fiction of i ,500 to 4,000 
words long suits a good many magazines, that fairy talcs suit others, that a 
whole group specialises in Scout interests; and you can also divide the readers 
up into approximate age-classes. This last, however, is not so easy as it 
looks: boys, girls, schoolboys, schoolgirls, "kiddies,” "tots,” babies, "darlings,” 
infants, "young folks,” brats, young Britons — ^there are dozens of labels, the 
meaning of which depends on the user. The classification adopted by the 
National Book Council for its exhibition in 1932 is a good broad one: (x) 
Babies; (2) Young Children; (3) Older Children. But directly you use it you 
see that "Older Children” subdivides itself plainly into sexes, and also fades 
out at the upper end into "Young Persons” and Adults. 

Now suppose you have all that information in the abysm and backward 
of your mind — ^not as a framework between you and your audience. You 
send in your goods to, apparently, the comer of the market where your mind's 
atmosphere is also present. It is not enough. Hear an editor’s confession. 

For a long time I edited some children’s magazines, well-known and of 
good circulation. For the chief of them I had to provide about 140,000 words 
of letterpress annually. About 100,000 words consisted of long serial stories 
(one or one rnd a half, or two, as units) and long semi-continuous articles on 
big subjects (wireless, bridge-building, aeronautics, or what not) . The other 
40,000 words were short^^r fiction, verse, short series, puzzles, playlets, and 
miscellaneous articles on every conceivable subject — on as many subjects as 
possible. The 100,000 section was mainly a matter of arrangement outside 
routine, though any suitable long material was welcome; these contributions 
were, in fact, seldom formally commissioned. The 40,000— -"unsolicited” 
— ^was the place for the newcomer and the freelance. Probably 20,000 words 
would be furnished almost automatically by writers who had previously 
contributed, if only once or twice. There is no question of favouritism here: 
once they have been in the magazine, they see how their MS. turns out 
in print (not a bit what it looks like in MS), and axe accustomed to the 

* Artists will also have to know the mediums used — ^balfdone, line, photofipraphy, etc., and the 
sizes; and they be able to draw a whole batch of pictures for uniform reduction to a known 
scale. 
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surroundings, and aware of very 111137' details that matter. The other 20,000 
lump was practically all by newcomers with unknown names. 

To get those 20,000 words I read about 2,000 MSS. oi all sorts every 37'ear. 
At the end of the 3^ear, I should find that about 20 MSS. by 12 new writers 
had been accepted and used ; and if the number of authors was as many as 
IZ, it was probably due to the elastic individuality of verse, which I preferred 
to have as far away from a stock pattern as possible (not that the prose was 
‘^stock," but its length was more uniform). So 1,980 MSS. went back, not all 
formall3h for there isnotliing more painful than to say baldly “House Full“ to 
nice persons, even when there are hosts of them. Probably 1 had been in real 
doubt over 80 of them. Probably, also, I could have accepted about 280, at 
a pinch, but only (i) if there was room to print everything worth printing; 
(ii) if there was time to print it before the author died of old age or came 
and Idlled me; (iii) if there were no other contributors coming along next 3^ear; 
(iv) if the subject, or something not unlike it, had not been treated in the 
magazine witbin the past three or four 37'cars. These arc hard facts which are 
always present. The Editor sees them in bulk, the author only in single 
examples. 

The sum of that is that 1,700 out of 2,000 MSS. were in Class II a, com- 
pletely useless, on any one or more of several grounds ; 20 were what was wanted, 
and 280 might have been acceptable on the basis of sound, efficient production, 
hut could not he accepted. Why not? They were of the right length, and the 
subjects were not, as subjects, unsuitable. 

The answer lies in the mind of the persons who wrote them ; it is ve^ largely 
covered (but not quite) by that word “treatment" in the list of requirements. 
“Treatment" means two things. It means handling the material so that it 
accords with the “ philosophy," the root-idea, of the magazine— the policy and 
personality of the editor, in practice. And it means also putting your own 
personality into the material — being honest, in fact, and believing in what 
you write. The paper may be a mean-minded one by sumes shindards, or a 
very high-brow one by equally respectable standards. But yon have got to 
be it, and to have faith in it. Insincerity and humbug, mechanical-mindedncss, 
are visible in “-treatment," sticking out like warts to a practised eye. And 
young readers see clean through insincerity, and have no use for it; at any 
rate, none after the first trial. The editor knows that: lie luis few illusions 
himself, though ho docs his best to keep his imagination warm and bis sym- 
pathies wide. He has — see my figures — lashings of rcasonabl3" good stuff 
in front of him, far more than he can ever use. He cUoost^s that wliich stands 
out above the merely good and appears as the personally good. The only 
exception to this is a completely fresh subject, tlie rarest tiling in the world, 
and mainly a matter for experts. 

That is why — and this is the really practical point— in many of the entries 
in the Writers' and Artists’ Year Book y^ou wilHind the words “contribu- 
tors are recommended to study the magazine." 1‘he writers must read the 
magazine they approach; read it, not look at its type and pictures and go over 
it with a Xootrule ; find out what is in it, not \vliat soap and powder it uses. 
In the long run that is the way to go into any market. Hie fabrics in the 
juvenile market are not all alike, in spite of appearances. The cliild they go 
to finds out what they are really made of and throws away the coloured box. 
“Clear your mind of cant" — it is the old advice of the wisest man of letters. 
Learn the job, but be yourself. 



LITERARY PRIZES 


This list does not include the competitive prizes offered from time to time 
by publishers and periodicals who specialize in this method of literary reward. 
Particulars of such prizes are advertised in the daily papers, and being of 
an ephemeral nature are impossible to classify in a Year Book. After care- 
fully scrutinizing details of the numerous prizes connected with the Univer- 
sities the conclusion is reached that with one or two exceptions — and these 
exceptions are competitive prizes of small value — they possess no interest 
for the outside writer. As is likely, the University Literary Prizes are 
reserved for the encouragement of University students. 

A better way of perpetuating the memory of anyone dear to us than by 
founding a named literary prize has yet to be devised, and it is curious 
that few such prizes exist. Eve^ year as the Award is made the name it 
represents is recalled. In America there are scores of such memorials; in 
each is definite encouragement for young writers. It is not essential that 
literary prizes should be endowed in perpetuity; the main requirement is 
more of them. 

At the head of all the literary prizes of our Empire ought to stand the 
James Tait Black Memorial Prizes, a position denied by reason of the govern- 
ing constitution which renders the Black Prizes valueless from a literary 
standpoint. 

The James Tait Black Memorial Prizes were inaugurated by the late 
Mrs. Black in memory of her husband, a partner in the publishing house of 
A. and C. Black, Ltd. A sum now totalling 2,430 was set aside to be used 
for providing two prizes of whatever income the fund should produce after 
paySig expenses, including a fee to the judge, for (First) the best biography 
or literary work of that nature of each year, and (Second) the best novel of 
each year, the choice to be made by the Professor of Literature of Edinburgh 
University, or failing him, the Professor of Literature in the University of 
Glasgow. The terms of the Bequest, which was drawn up without consulting 
literary opinion, place the award in the hands of one man. No one man 
could hear of, much less read, all the good biographies of the year, together 
with all the good novels in order to choose from among thc^m the best. A 
Committee of competent people is a necessity if a literary prize is to count 
for an3rthing.^ As will be understood, the prizes are not competitive. The 
awards are generally made in the year following publication of the books 
selected. ^ 

The Rose Mary Crawshay Prize is of the value of ;^ioo. It was originally 
founded, in 1888, by the late Rose Mary Crawshay, for yearly prizes on 
Byron, Shelley and Keats. In 1915 the Scheme passed into the administration 
of a body of Trustees consisting of the President and Secretary of the 
British Academy, and others. The Prize may be awarded annually to a 
woman of any nationality who, in the judgment of the Council of the Bril^h 
Academy, has written or published within three calendar years next preceding 
the date of the Award an historical or critical work of sufficient value on 
any subject connected with English Literature, preference being given to 
a work regarding one of the poets Byron, Shelley or Keats. If in the 
year two works of exceptional merit are deemed worthy of a Prize, a second 
Prize not exceeding £^5 may be awarded. 
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The Cromer Greek Prize was founded by the late Lord Cromer with the 
view of encouraging the study of Greek. The Prize, which is competitive, 
is administered by the British Academy, and awarded for the best Essay 
on any subject connected with the language, history, art, literature, or 
philosophy of Ancient Greece. The Prize, which is ordinarily a sum of 
£4,0, is awarded annually in March. Competition is open to all British 
subjects who will be under twenty-six years of age on December 31st pre- 
ceding the award. Copies of the rules governing the Cromer Prize 
may be obtained from the Secretary of the British Academy, Burlington 
Gardens, W. i. 

The Femina Vie Heureuse Prize is a literary entente instituted under the 
auspices of the Femina newspaper. The annual prize is of the value of /40, 
and is offered for what, in the opinion of the Committee, is the best work of 
imagination produced within a given time by one of the younger British 
authors or by one who is considered not to have received adequate recognition. 
There are confidential meetings during the year at which books are placed 
upon the voting list. At the Anal meeting, by a careful system of voting, the 
Committee makes a choice of three works to be sent to the French Committee 
for final adjudication. The same process applies to the reciprocal prize to 
France provided by Sir Ernest Benn, Bart., and known as The Northcliffe 
Prize, when three French works are submitted to our English Committee for 
selection. The Hon. Secretary is Miss Winifred Stephens Whale, The Porch 
House, Blockley, Gloucestershire. 

The Hawthornden Prize, lor which books do not have to be specially 
submitted, is awarded annually to the author of what, in the opinion of the 
Committee, is the best bit of imaginative work in prose or verse published 
during the preceding twelve months by a British author under forty-one 
years of age. The Prize is £100. It was founded by Miss Alice Warrender 
in 1919. 

Among the literary prizes which are the reward of students only, is an 
exception that proves the rule — the Blackwell Prize of tliirty guineas, ad- 
ministered by the University of Aberdeen. This Prize is open to unrestricted 
competition. It is awarded in alternate years, and a dilierent subject is 
selected each time. 

^loo is given annually under the will of the late Captain Bertrand Stewart, 
a London solicitor, who was killed in the Battle of the Marne in September 1914, 
for the best essay on some military problem, the study or discussion of which 
would tend to increase the efficiency of the British Army as a fighting force. 

The competition is open to those who have served or are serving as officers 
or in other ranks or ratings of the fighting Services, including the Navy and 
Royal Marines, the Regular Army, Special Reserve, Territorial Army and 
Militia, the Royal Air Force, the Naval, Military, and Air Forces of India, the 
Dominions, and the Colonies. % 

Full particulars may be obtained from tho editors of the Army Quarterly, 

The Journalism Committee of the University of London has awarded from 
the beginning of the session in October 1931 three exhibitions, each of the 
value of ;^50 to 1 ^$ per annum and tenable for two years. The Exhibitions 
were awarded as the restilt of an examination specially arranged by the 
University. Particulars of Exhibitions, if any, to be offered in’ 1933> will 
be announced in the Press. 

The Felicia Hemans Prize consists of a bronze medal together with a 
sum of money (about £2), It is awarded annually for a lyrical poem, the 
subject of which may be chosen by the competitor. Open to past and present 
members of University College or of the University of Liverpool. The prize 
shall not be awarded more than once to the same competitor. Poems 
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endorsed Hemans Prize," must be sent in to the Registrar of Liverpool 
University on or before May ist. Competitors may submit either published 
or impublished verse, but no competitor may submit more than one poem. 

The Rogers Pnze, awarded by the Umversity of Loaduu, may be said 
to be competitive in that it is open to all persons whose names appear on 
the Medical Register of the United Kingdom. The Rogers Prize consists 
of a sum of £100, and is awarded from time to time when the interest on 
the trust fund shall have accumulated to allow of the award, and it is given 
for an Essay or J )issertation on some Medical or Surgical subject, which shall 
be named by the University. 

Candidates for the Alexander Prize of a silver medal designed by 
A. Wyon, may choose their own subject for an Essay, but they must submit 
their choice for approval to the Literary Director, Royal Historical Society, 
22 Russell Square, W.C. i. 

The Nobel Prize in Literature is one of the Foundations created by the 
will of the late Alfred Nobel, the Swedish scientist who invented dynamite. 
The awarding authority is the Swedish Academy, and particulars con- 
cerning conditions, etc., can be obtained from Nobelstiftelscns Styrelse 
Norrlandsgatan, 6 Stockholm, ft was bestowed u]>on Rud5’'ard Kipling in 
1907, upon W. B. Yeats in 1923, and upon George Bernard Shaw in 1925. 
The Nobel Prizes are understood to be worth about ;f0,5oo each. They 
number five : {a) Physics. (6) Chemistry, {c) Medicine or Physiology, 
(d) Literature and (e) the Preservation of I*eace. 

The annual literary prizes of America are not as a rule open to Britishers. 


LITERARY COMPETITIONS 

The literary competitions which have become a regular feature in several 
weeklies are a valuable form of recreation for the amateur writer. The 
following list, for which the Editor of the Writers* and Artists* Year Book will 
be glad to receive additions, includes only those publications which feature 
regularly a literary competition as distinct from crossword puzzles, acrostics 
and the like.^ The details axe of the competitions as conducted at the time of 
going to press, and may of course be subject to modification from time to 
time. In no case is there any entrance fee. 

The Bookman (is. monthly). Competitions vary in number and nature in 
each issue. There are usually five, one or other of them involving 
original verse composition, a knowledge of English literature and the 
exercise of literary criticism. Besides several money prizes of a guinea 
and half a guinea, new books and free subscriptions to the Bookman 
may be had. A coupon printed in the competition pages of each issue 
must accompany each month's entry. There is a special competition, 
also of a definitely literary nature, for younger readers and a literary 
crossword. 

Britannia and Eve (is. monthly). Competitions, principally of a literary 
character, are set monthly in this page. The Competition Circle is 
an off-shoot of the Children's Salon and has been formed primarily 
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to enable those members of the Salon whose amateur status has been 
lost by acceptance of their work professionally to continue to enter 
for competitions of this type. 

These competitions me open to anyone outside the Salotiy of either sex, 
who cares to join the Competition Circle, membership of which is 
secured on the payment of is. annually (to be sent with first entry), 
which will go to the Hospital Cots Fund of the Salon. 

All entries should he addressed to Levana, The Competition Circle, 
Britannia and Eve, 346 Strand, W.C. 2. 

Everyman (2d. weekly). One competition, concerned solely with original 
composition, is set each week, alternately verse and prose. The first 
prize is two guineas and the second a guinea. Other competitions 
for essays on travel and other subjects also conducted frequently. 

John 0* London (2d. weekly). Every week four problems are set for readers 
in the British Isles, and once a month one is published specially for 
overseas readers. These competitions are mainly literary in character 
but occasionally they include anagrams, limericks and so on. For 
solutions of the more difficult problems a prize of a guinea is offered, 
and for the rest the prize is half a guinea. 

The Observer (2d. weekly, Sunday). The competition in the w’eck-end pages 
of the Observer is not invariably of a strictly literary character, but it 
frequently requires the composition of verse or epigram, a knowledge 
of literature, the application of appropriate quotations, verbal ingenuity 
and so on. There is one competition and one prize of three guineas. 

The Saturday Review (3d. weekly). The weekly literary competition invites 
verse or prize composition, epigram or essay. Two prizes, books to 
the value of and £2, are offered in connection with each competition. 

The Spectator (6d. weekly). One competition is generally set each week, 
frequently inviting original verse composition, and there is a prize 
of three guineas. Additional competitions arc periodically set, for 
which the first and second prizes are generally ten and five guineas 
respectively. 

Time and Tide (6d. weekly). The subjects of the weekly competitions include 
original verse and prose composition and short story writing. There is 
a first prize of two guineas, a second prize of one guinea and a third 
prize of any book to a value not exceeding half a guinea. In place of the 
usual competition for adults, a children’s competition is published once 
a month; this is divided into classes for those under 16 and under 12, 
and a number of money and book prizes are offered . 

The Week-end Review (6d. weekly). Two literary ^sompetitions are set each 
week. The subjects for them are usually chosen to include verse and 
prose, and occasionally a translation. Prizes ranging from three guineavS 
to half a guinea are awarded. Each Week-end competition is set and 
judged by someone of recognised literary attainment, which gives an 
added interest and value to the reports, and makes for a high standard 
of entry.

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PLAY WRITING AND PLAY SELLING 

By a. a. MILNE 


There was a man about to be hanged. On the dav before the execution he 
was asked if he had any last wish that might be gratified. He thought for 
awhile, and then said, Well, what about learning the violin? ” So they 
sent for a violinist, who came, as I come, ** without prejudice.** 

I. Writing 

Plays may be written from three starting-points: Theme, Character, Plot. 
You can think of a theme (‘* Nothing succeeds like success **) and illustrate 
it in action; you can think of a character ('" Becky Sharp *’) and develop her 
in action; you can think of a plot (** Prime Minister, in love with Chancellor 
of Exchequer’s wife, murders Lord Chancellor by mistake”) and show it in 
action. But whether you begin with Theme, Character, or Plot, you will 
find that you are trying to tell your audience some sort of story. You must 
be faithful to that story all through the play. Even if you diverge from the 
main road (and some of the most deligMul scenes ever written have been 
diversions), you must always be moving in the one direction; that is, towards 
the end which you have planned. If you are going from London to Edin- 
burgh, it is not necessary to keep to the Great North Road; you can go 
round by Wales or the Lakes and dally there; but your road, wherever it 
leads you, should never fail to have something of north in it. The audience 
must always feel that it is being taken somewhere, and eventually will arrive. 

In play writing, as distinct from any other sort of writing, the author 
must continually see his work through the eyes of the audience. Things 
have got to seem true rather than to be true. Rooms in real life have four 
walls. As soon as you have pulled down the fourth wall, you have entered 
the country of make-believe, a country in which the believing is done on one 
side of the footlights and the making on the other. For instance: suppose 
your Act ends with the descent to dinner, and that at some earlier moment 
the heroine has gone out to dress. A woman needs at least half an hour to 
dress for dinner, and will take an hour if she can get it; an actress, with a 
dressing room on the stage, can change in three minutes. That is *he objective 
truth of the matter. But what will seem tnie and natural and right to the 
audience ? Opinions will vary. My own is that if oi^ of the other characters 
is to say, “ How quick you have been! ” then she must certainly not take 
longer than ten minutes; if he is to say, ” How slow you have been I then 
she should not take less than a quarter of an hour. Stage-craft ” moans 
putting yourself into the audience’s place in a hundred matters like this. It 
also means knowing that in ten minutes on the stage rather more than a 
hundred speeches will have been spoken — assuming that the play is a modem 
one, and that none of the characters is an American. 

Which brings us to the question of dialogue. This must be colloquial; 
that is, the spoken, not the written word. But, of course, the appropriate 
spoken word — whnt is colloquial for a schoolboy is not colloquial for a bi.shop. 
Always say your dialogue to yourself as you write, and when you have finished 
a scene, go through it again, and say each speech over and over and over

until you have got exactly the right phrasing; a phrase absolutely natural, 
yet having in it whatever rhythm you seek to get into your English. If, as 
is likely in your early plays, your characters are modern people of your own 
class, try to imagine the words you have written coming out of the mouth 
of some friend of yours. Would he really say, " I trust I am not disturbing 
you ? Wouldn’t he say, I hope " ? 

At some time while you are thinking about your play, imagine to yourself 
that it has been written, accepted and produced, and that you, as a critic, are 
writing the story of it for your paper in tJiree hundred woids. If you can do 
this and make it sound interesting, there is some hope for you ; if you can’t, 
there is probably something wrong with the play. Some dramatists like to 
get the story written out before they begin, even to plot out each scene of 
each act in detail; others don’t. It is a matter of feeling. Personally, I 
find that as soon as I begin to think of the plot, some scene gets played before 
my eyes so vividly that I have to hurry to put it down on paper before it is 
gone. If you, too, feel like this, don’t stop to put in elaborate stage directions 
and descriptions of the scene; you should know instinctively where your 
characters are and what they are doing when they speak; you should see 
them doing it. The important thing now is to get the dialogue down : red- 
hot, as it were. The few necessary stage directions can be put in afterwards. 
But whichever method you adopt, get the story written down some time, 
and see how it looks. 

One last word. When you are writing your play, don’t think of your 
characters as actors on a stage, nor as real people in a real room, but as real 
people on a stage. 

Now you know all about play writing. 

2. Play Selling 

Consider the following facts: — 

1. Every Manager in London (10) earnestly desires a good play. 

2. Everybody in England over the age of 15 (20,000,000) earnestly desires 
to write a play, which play, when written, will be, in his or her opinion, a 
good play. 

3. Of the plays written 99 per cent, will be bad plays — of a badness almost 
inconceivable. 

It is not surprising, then, that an occasional good play is overlooked. It 
is not surprising that London managers are regarded as incompetent and 
malignant people. Actually they are as kindly and as competent as 
dramatists, actors, critics, stagc-carpenters, and everybody else concerned 
with the theatre; which means that they do their best in a difficult job, with 
or without necessary qualifications. The one thing to remember about 
the manager is that he can quite easily lose ^£5,000 by putting your play on 
at his theatre. On hovjj, many horses have you not put jf5,ooo ? How many 
certain winners ” have you thus missed? 

But the West End manager is not your only hope. You can proceed in 
any of the following ways. 

(fl) You can send your play to ono of the many provincial repertory 
theatres; e.g. at Liver]:)Ool, Bristol, Sheffield, Newcastle, Birmingham. If 
•die play is put on, and is successful, you will have your foot in at the London 
manager's door, and, even if it gets on further, you will have had the in- 
valuable provincial experience of rehearsals; which will show you (as every 
play in rehearsal shows me) how much there is to learn. 

(h) You can send it to any actor or actress for whom the play contains a 
suitable part. If Miss Poppy Siddons is enamoured of the part (and the 
play), she will be just as keen as you to have it put on, and much more likely 
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to find the manager to do it. And by actor or actress " I do not necessarily 
mean star-actor or actress. Somebody rather less than that will be the more 
flattered at your apparent faith in him (or her) and the more keen to j ustify it. 

{c) You can begin with a one-act play, such as can suitably be played at 
a music-hall for twenty-five minutes, and send it to any one of the popular 
fayourites." Every such player wants one such play for use in emergency 
— ^that is, when temporarily out of an engagement. A short play is easier 
to write than a full-length one, the player is taking very little risk with it, 
and there you are, your head among the stars, a West End dramatist."' 

And now you know all about play selling. In fact, all about the violin. 
I wish I could have spent a longer time with you, but the date of the execution 
is apparently fixed.

WRITING FOR THE SCREEN 

By ROBERT STEVENSON 

'There are few golden opportunities for the outside writer in the cinema. 
It would be easy to be encouraging and say there were plenty, so easy that 
people who sell correspondence courses do say it, with the result that there 
is a belief that you write a screen story and win a fortune. But if these notes 
are to be of any use to anyone, they must stick to the truth. And the brutal 
truth is that writing for the screen is the smallest and most closely guarded 
of all literary markets. 

The people who write glibly of fortunes in scenario writing don*t know 
anything about it. They don’t even know what a scenario is. Actually 
scenario writing is only one branch of the job of writing for the screen, and it 
is the one branch in which the outside writer has no earthly chance whatever. 
There are three stages in the literary history of a film. First, you buy a story — 
it may be a play, a novel or an “ original ” written for the screen. Then you 
employ a treatment writer, who reconstructs the story to suit the needs of the 
screen, and delivers a detailed description of the action as it is proposed to 
present it. But it is still in literary form. The scenario writer now comes 
along, takes “what looks like a short novel, and turns it into an abstrusely 
tabulated and extremely technical document, which serves as the “ architect’s 
plan ” from which the director shoots his film. 

Now both the treatment and the scenario have to be written in the studio 
by stafi \vriters who have painfully learnt to understand what the company, 
what the director and sometimes even what the stars demand. This limits 
the outside writer to the story, which means that we can erase from our minds 
the word "scenario writing ” which correspondence schools have so firmly 
impressed on us. 

The next depressing fact is that the market, even for stories, is extremely 
limited. Examine any ten films at random and you will find that seven 
of them are based on plays or novels. Of the remainder at least two will be 
stories prepared by staff writers or commissioned from playwrights and 
novelists. That leaves at the most one out of ten for the aspirations of the 
outside writer. Furthermore, he is limited to England; for the American 
market is firmly barred against him unless he is lucky enough to have intro- 
ductions. Formerly, whenever an American film scored an outstanding 
success, some elderly lady would get up and claim that -it plagiarised her 
rejected MS. For som^ years the American producers put up with a 
succession of long and expensive lawsuits. Then after a bit it ceased to be 
funny, and nowadays most American companies politely return unread any 
unsolicited MSS. 

So far our description has been one of unrelieved gloom, and the pro- 
spective writer will begin to wonder whether there is really a market at all . J^ut 
the market does exist, even though it is a narrow one. And the fact that it 
is narrow only means that its demands must be more carefull}^ studied. 

What Film Companies Want 

First and most important, film companies only want stories that are 
entertaining. Producers arc not artistic philanthropi.sts, and i fc is no earthly 
use sending in a story just because you think that it is an artistic masterpiece.

Is it entertaining ? It doesn't matter a bit whether it will appeal to posterity. 
Will it appeal to an extremely jaded typist who has worked in a most un- 
comfortable office from nine to six and feels that she deserves an evening's 
entertainment ? 

Entertainment is all that matters, but no amount of repetition will convey 
this to the people who send in stories to the studios. They say yes, and go 
away and write another story about a soul — story that may be an immortal 
masterpiece, but none the less comes back with a rejection slip three days 
later. One of these "artistic" enthusiasts once wrote to a certain film 
company, reminding them of the tradition that publishers sometimes publish 
books that are too good to sell: why, he argued, shouldn't they produce his 
masterpiece even though only a few enlightened people would pay one-and-two 
to see it? The reply was brief: " You can publish a novel for a thousand 
pounds: a good film costs from twenty thousand to a quarter of a million." 
That is the essence of the matter. It is not that all film producers are uncultured 
morons: like publishers, some are and some aren't. The point is that even 
twenty thousand pounds is an expensive salute to Art. 

We shall hear more of that twenty thousand pounds, for the huge cost 
of films is the ruling factor in the story market. It means, for instance, 
that the story you send in must be of universal appeal. You can write a 
novel about an advanced Freudian disorder and get your money back in 
Bloomsbury. But unless your films have some appeal to Bond Street, 
Bermondsey, Birmingham and Banff — ^to men, w'omeu and children of every 
sort and degree — your company will be bankrupt in six months. 

This is why you can never go wrong on tlic screen wi th love and motherhood, 
for they are simple human themes which everybody can live and feel. Nearly 
everybody is, or has been in love. Nearly everybody is, or has, a mother. 
If you are cynical, you can rail till you are blue in the face at " the senseless 
round of motherhood and sex," But anyone with a scrap of human under- 
standing can understand that they are the two subjects it is sensible to make 
films about. 

It is easy to see therefore that what the producer is looking for is a new 
twist to the old themes. This means that in practice you are more likely to 
sell an idea than a story. This does not mean that you sliould not write 
stories: but it does mean that your story must have at least one really good 
idea. It may be an outstandingly original situation, it may bo a brilliant 
characterisation, a remarkable .setting or a novel variation of the old themCvS. 
But you should never post your story unless you can visualise a film magnate 
chewing his cigar and muttering, " That's the of a fine idea." 

This may be de]>ressing for the writer who prides himso.l f on craftsmanship. 
But film companies don't want craftsmanship from outside wrijers: they buy 
that from staff %vritcrs wdio can always churn out a well-made story with 
some degree of competence. W'herc you, tJie outside writer, can beat us, the 
staff hacks, is in ideas; and stories with good ideas the producer is always 
ready to buy. 

Finally, there are certain rather arbitrary prohibitions which the screen 
uTiter must take into account — the Censor, for instaiict^ 11 is no good writing 
a story in which a murderer gets away impenitent and nnluing: the Censor 
will soon stamp on that. I^urthermore there are certain typos of story which 
the film trade rightly or wrongly frowns on. Label your story a fantasy, 
for instance, and it will be returned to you by the next post. In geiuTal 
too, it is a waste of time writing a story sot in any period but the prciscnt. 
The film trade has lost too much money on costume pictures not to be extremely 
cautious about them. Consequently when they arc made at all, tliey arc made 
from some famous book or play or a story sj>cciaUy commissioned from a 
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well-known writer. This is a pity, because my experience of reading screen 
stories leads me to suppose that nearly everybody starts by writing a costume 
story — in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred about Charles I — and it must 
be heartbrealdng to learn that it has all been a waste of time. 

Obviously, therefore, anyone who wants to write for the screen should 
absorb its traditions at the earliest possible moment. This can be easily done 
by reading the voluminous trade press, two dailies and two weeklies, which 
the industry supports. Other valuable facts which can be learnt in this way 
are what stars are favoured by what companies. This is important because 
stars need " starring- vehicles ” — stories that will best display the prize 
personality — and these stories are extremely difficult to acquire. It is 
probably true to say that only a "writer who studies the stars, and learns to 
send in starring- vehicles at the opportune moment has a really favourable 
chance of breaking into the screen market. 

These notes do not tell you how to write a screen story — nobody can tell 
you how to do that. But they do tell you what is unsaleable. Anyone who 
has seen anything of the stream of stories submitted to the studios will under- 
stand how important this is. Ninety-nine per cent of this pathetic waste of 
energy is quite useless, not because it is good or bad, but simply because the 
authors haven’t the faintest idea -of what is or is not wanted in the screen 
market. 


HOW TO SUBMIT A FILM STORY 

1. Send a synopsis only, and have it typed. The scenario editor is only 
human, and he doesn't enjoy reading full-length novels in illegible MS. 

2. The synopsis must be short — certainly not more than 2,000 words, 
and it must be good. Many screen writers have won their reputation, not 
by writing good stories, but by making them seem convincing in synopsis. 

3. Follow the usual journalistic etiquette about stamped addressed 
envelope, name on first and last pages, etc. Send a covering letter if it 
gives you any pleasure. Nobody will ever read it. 

4. Don’t ask for a personal interview. You won't get it until they have 
read your story. Then, if they like it, they will ask to see you. If they 
don’t, wild horses won't make them. 

^ 5. Most people inform the scenario editor that they are either a distin- 
guished journalist, a Major-General (retd.), an unemployed plasterer, a 
mother of six, or a B. A. (Cantab.). Refrain from this; the scenario editor 
is a callous man and is impressed only bj’- the merits of a good story. 

6. Finally, don’t assume that if your story is rejected, it has never been 
read. Producing firms do read stories — witii the most pathetic conscientious- 
ness. I once spent a year, reading several iiuudrcd stories a wet‘k — and 
I know I

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BOOK-WRAPPER DESIGNING 

By G. M. ELLWOOD, S.G.A. 


The original idea of the book wrapper or “jacket" was to protect the per- 
manent covers of the novel until it was out of the bookseller's hands and 
safely in those of the buyer, but while still fulfilling this function its chief 
reason for survival to-day is to attract attention to the book by some striking 
combination of line and colour, or arresting presentation of a character or 
incident in the text, strong enough to compel attention and arouse sufficient 
interest to persuade many people that they need the book on sight. 

The designing of a book wrapper is, perhaps, the most attractive problem 
for the original artist outside actual picture painting. It is small, and the 
working drawing from which the actual blocks are made need not be more 
than one- third larger; for it is better in working to see the masses of colour 
approximately the same size as they are to appear finally. Individuality can 
be expressed and eccentricity indulged. The ordinary stereotyped lettering 
of the advertising agent is not essential, and the real genius at book-wrapper 
designing is one who can mix lettering and design so well that each is com- 
pelling and arresting, yet stays mixed. 

An art school cynic in giving counsel to those about to design posters or 
their smaller brethren, book wrappers, might say, “ Study those already 
done, and then go and do something entirely different," which is really 
excellent advice and cannot be beaten as a philosophy of attack. 

It is a great asset to believe that you are doing something revolutionary, 
for that way leads to enthusiasm and consequent vitality. Looking around 
at the splendid paper jackets that have been done here and abroad, it seems 
that everything possible has already been exploited over and over again; 
but if you really believe that your mission in life is to go one better you will 
probably succeed in shaking up the familiar elements and serving them in 
such wise that the result will be interesting and strike a fresh note for the great 
public responsive to the thrill of novelty and unlikely to look for the genesis 
of its idea. 

Publishers obviously are not all responsive to the same type of design, 
for their preferences have changed considerably since 1914, and the pretty 
girl as a cove* ornament has suffered most; to-day she emphatically is not 
wanted. The type of book most in favour with the public at the moment 
has more to do with the publishers' requirements than any personal preferences, 
though it is not to be inferred that because war boolts are rampant designs 
suggestive of war are the only solution, or that a detective, complete with 
automatic, is the only wrapper for the crook novel. 

The first step for the intending designer is to feel sure that his technical 
equipment is equal to the likely demands upon it; he should be able to draw 
freely in all possible mediums, and be not only a colourist but something of 
an expert in the best combinations of the fewest colours, A design which 
is possible and printable in two flat colours by line blocks or lithography is 
obviously a better proposition than one of equal or inferior merit which involves 
full three-colour printing or even three flat colours, simply because it is 
cheaper to print. Black and one colour is the best and easiest two-colour 
printing combination for sti’ong effects, but with skill two colours may be so 
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combined that an effect of black and two other colours may be obtained by 
the over-printing of the two solids. Dark rod and green or dark blue and 
orange will give this effect. Thin black lines should be avoided in such 
designs as they test the printer's power of registration overmuch. 

The reason why it is necessary to experiment with many mediums is, that 
effects " are largely a matter of well-understood and highly developed 
technique, and one can evolve a vocabulary of methods based on skilful 
handling of materials. A charcoal drawing, for instance, with lettering in 
solid brilliant colour, half-tones of which are introduced into the design, either 
as background interest, or to model or intensify special features . 

Wrappers of the straightforward ** picture " type are still used by pub- 
lishers who are content to get the minimum of effect for the maximum cost. 
There is little to be said about designing such, as they are just straight repro- 
ductions of coloured pictures or illustrations with lettering superimposed. 
The originals may be in oil, water-colour, pastel or poster colour, and size 
matters not at all. The lettering is frequently drawn on transparent celluloid 
to avoid spoiling the original painting by lettering across it, and also to allow 
of experiment in "'placing" the title and name of author to the best advantage. 
The use of such realistic wrappers is a confession of timidity and conventional 
reliance upon the permanence of an idea. The book buyer to-day is intelli- 
gently interested in modem things, and the publishers who recognize this 
deliberately set out to be just a little ahead of their expectations in offering 
the work of designers who are plucky but not too wildly extravagant for 
those uninstructed in the extremes of modem art. A few publishing houses 
cater for this advanced taste, but it is a very restricted market appealing to 
a very limited public. 

The usual procedure in commencing a design fox a wrapper is to submit 
rough sketches of two or three ideas, very roughly executed, but in such a 
way that finished drawings could be made without losing their spirit. It is 
important to be able to make such sketches rapidly and easily, which means 
a ready flow of ideas sensibly based upon a well-arranged reference collection. 
In malting these sketches, from which the publisher is to choose, it is a good 
idea to try to amuse the judge, so to speak, and be warily witty. It sounds 
rather a wasteful business that three or four rough sketches and a finished 
drawing should have to be made for one book, but in actual practice it works 
very well, the expert can produce the small roughs economically, and the 
rejected ones are frequently adaptable for another book. 

A cover man who has arrived, insomuch as his work is reliably to standard, 
will soon find that his clients leave it more or less to his own sweet will, and 
in placing commissions merely mention any s]>ecial feature they wish intro- 
duced, then hope for the best and generally get it, for the artist works best 
when allowed freedom. 

Book wrappers are almost invariably printed on white paper in two or 
three colours, and this bald statement covers inAnite possibilities for the 
designer, from a simple arrangement of lettering cunningly contrived to the 
most elaborately symbolical boiling down to yi by 5. Half-way between 
those extremes lies the right kind of tiling, which is the poster in miniature. 

In conception and technique the poster and book wrapper nm on parallel 
lines to the same end — ^to advertise, to sell — and there is notliing better for 
study than the Continental illustrated papers and technical journals con- 
cerned with advertising, for they are full of stimulating ideas and colour 
suggestions with samples of amusing technical tricks which inspire one to go 
and do not likewise but better: because, if one thinks this out, there is in these 
books the whole alphabet of design and colour already iuvonted and waiting 
to be intelligently used with different spelling. 
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There is nothing like an intimate acquaintance with the work of other 
good men to enable one to discover new combinations of line, mass, and 
colour. It is the same urge which makes a painter come away from an 
exhibition of admired paintings by other artists fired with the desire and 
determination to create something finer than those just seen and enjoyed. 

In carrying out the finished drawing from the selected sketch it is most 
important to work exactly to scale, there is so little space on a book jacket 
that none should be wasted as it will be if the drawing is not in proportion. 
The question of whether it is better to cover the whole space with colour or 
leave white paper in parts, is something for decision on the merits of the job 
in hand, but the modem tendency is to leave white space and make your 
design stand out valiantly from that white background by violently 
exaggerated shadows in the formalized figures. 

The keynote of the modern book jacket is formalism, and it is virtually 
the only outlet for the man who would like to do such interesting things as 
formal posters. While one poster might sell, a hundred book covers in this 
style could be marketed, which is a certain recommendation for book-wrapper 
designing as a career. 


DRAWING FOR ADVERTISEMENTS 

By W, R. maxwell FOSTER 

More and more people are going in for advertising drawing as a career, so 
much so indeed that there would be a danger of overcrowding in the near 
future were it not for the fact that more and more manufacturers and traders 
are going in for advertising. 

Advertising is daily becoming more essential to the selling of goods. 

Advertised goods are good goods," we are told, and the public certainly is 
getting the rooted idea that this is true in the main, and that not-advertised 
goods are probably " not quite such good goods," and therefore not so safe 
to buy. 

Advertising artists are expected to produce increasingly attractive and 
impelling designs as new campaigns replace old ones, and there is no likeli- 
hood of live advertising artists finding themselves overcrowding each othel 
for a long time to come. 

The best-known men in advertising art to-day find themselves so sought 
after as to be unable to accept commissions for work wanted with any degree 
of urgency. ""Most of them are in the happy position of having three months' 
work on hand. In the usual way the advertising buyer must take his place 
in the queue, and often "has to pay 50 or 100 guineas for the work when at 
length his turn does come, 

They, of course, are the men at the top of the tree. Less well-known 
men, and almost unknown men, if they are good at their work find no difiSculty 
at all in earning a very comfortable and steadily increasing salary. The 
only congested area is at the bottom of the tree, and in this, commercial art 
is no exception to the other professions. 

The standard of advertising art as a whole has gone up, and with it the 
standard for the beginner. Has the standard of training in the last few years 
gone up proportionately rapidly ? With a few exceptions it certainly has not. 

Insufficient attention is paid to the advertising point of view. No young 
artist should expect to get a start in commercial art without training in two 
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pictures in their make-up, and these, together with the daily aud Sunday 
papers, represent the market for “ immediate nows. Some of these pictures 
may also be used in certain weeklies, but are more specialised. W'hereas a 
daily has to cater for all and sundry, the weekly paper caters for a class. 

^ Almost every picture will appeal to the editor of a daily paper, so long as 
it^is an asset. Records of well-known places are of not much use unless dealt 
with in a new manner; most ways have already been done. Portraits of 
famous people have a ready sale; such is the power of names." 

To the weeklies prints should be submitted which have a bearing on their 
speciality; a study of the lists in the W. S* A. Y, B, being a great aid in 
selection. The magazines, usually published monthly, have an absolutely 
different taste. Portraits (named), scenery, places of interest, and series of 
a definite kind find a home in their pages, while an occasional " curiosity " or 
" record " will bo accepted. 

Yet another market will be found among the publishers of postcards and 
calendars. Studies of children (well-dressed or undressed), actresses (ditto), 
fruit, flowers, and scenery can be submitted with ultimate profit. If it should 
be the luck of a novice to obtain a good picture of a royal personage, then he 
:an obtain a figure that would be deemed ridiculous by the uninitiated. 

No hard and fast rules can be laid down as to the " best" market for 
jvery subject. To learn this entails study, a study which is as necessary as 
is the production of a good photograph. Purchase must be made of all 
papers that use pictures, their contents analysed and classified into groups, 
By this means an intimate knowledge of the tone of the paper v/ill be obtained. 
This process must be repeated week by week, as the “ tone " of papers change 
frequently. If the outlay is not deemed a justification to the end, then 
weekly visits should be made to the local library, where a good percentage of 
the best papers can be seen and studied. In any case, some means will have 
to be decided upon to know whether the submitted prints have been 
reproduced. 

Prompt delivery is one of the main factors in successful press-work. The 
press-days of periodicals should be ascertained from the olficcs, and prints 
submitted two or three days before, where possible. With the facilities 
offered by railway, post, and personal delivery, there is no excuse if the " other 
man " gets in first. Free-lances who find they cannot deliver to the oifices 
by hand, because of distance or time taken up in developing and printing, 
should communicate with one of the agencies listed in the W. & A. V. B, 
Those people, for fees ranging from 33 per cent, to 50 per cent, of sales, den^olop, 
print, and circulate a sufficient number of copies and collect the money. They 
also watch sales with greater keenness than some arnaUmrs. 

Nearly every publication squares accounts monthly. Where a print has 
been reproduced and no settlement made after a reasonable i)eri'xl, a state- 
ment showing date and subject of reproduction should Ixj sent, when the 
matter will be rectified. A ledger should bo kept wifli tlie ruled pages divided 
into columns and headed as follows: — 

DATE TAKEN SENT TO RETURNED FUIiUSIlED PAIJ> FOR 

thus keeping a check on all prints sent out, A diary must also bo kept to 
enter details of any forthcoming events. 

Strict watch should be maintained for photographs which have been 
ST^mitted but not returned. Those have a bewildering habit of appearing in 
print when least expected. The reason for this is not far to seek. The editors 
place prints on their files until such time as the item shall be in the news 
again. This occurs more especially in the case of personalities." 
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In May 1929 an agreement was reached whereby the rates payable for 
photographs reproduced in newspapers were standardised. Under the new 
scheme the standard size of reproduction becomes 30 square inches, for which 
a fee of 17s. 6d. is paid by the London papers. Provincial rates are smaller, 
but are equally standardised. The complete list of figures, as quoted in the 
Bfitish Journal of Photography , June 7, 1929, is given below: —

The above prices rule where the print is used within seven days; if the print 
is retained, but not used within this period, a fee of is. is paid. 

It is generally understood that if a commission is given to a free-lance, 
the fee is agreed upon at the same time. Exclusive items command a price 
which must be arranged with the Art-editor himself, the said price naturally 
being in proportion to the news value. The copyright of any photograph 
belongs to the photographer, and reproduction is only by his permission. 
Unless the copyright is actually sold, an “ exclusive ” item can be used again 
as a saleable article by the free-lance.” Precautions should be taken that 
the exclusive rights are not infringed by either party. Should an ordinary 
picture be reprinted a lower scale of fees is paid. When a photograph is 
reproduced in several editions of the same paper, no extra fee can be claimed 
except where an obvious alteration enhances its value. 

The print should be made on glossy paper — ^not necessarily ” glazed." 
The size most usual is that of whole-plate (8| in. x 6^ in.), while ” heads ” 
may be half -plate (6 in. x 4 in.). No print should be smaller than half -plate, 
but ” pictorial ” work can be enlarged to 12 in. x 10 in. with profit. At 
least a dozen prints should be circulated among the dailies, a like number 
among the weeklies, and as many to the provincial papers as may be deemed 
expedient. 

On the back of the print must appear the caption, date, and name and 
address of the sender. This can be either written with indelible pencil, 
stamped by means of a rubber stamp, or introduced by means of a pasted slip. 

It must not be imagined that because a print has — or has not — been pub* 
lished, its life^is finished. It should be stored away and when dull periods 
occur, enlargements made of any notable ” head ” or object. From the file 
thus created a remarkable number of prints can be used long after the original 
negative was made. Destruction in photography— especially the press kind-*- 
may mean waste, because the pictures can always bo utilised if means ofier 
themselves. This they do with astonishing frequency. 

The provincial papers must not be neglected ; they all have London offices, 
as do the foreign periodicals. The latter often gives the opportunity for the 
disposal of pictures connected with foreign potentates. 

To sum up: Study, promptness, the flair for news, and the necessity for 
immediate interest should be the kejmotes of every free-lancers endeavour.

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ADVICE TO COMPOSERS 

Bv HAYDN WOOD 

I the musical world there are so many different forms of composition that 
is difficult to know which to write about first. However, as I have much 
:perience of song- writing 1 will write chiefly about that, I will deal with 
lc ballad principally, and a few hints on how to write a song of this type 
ill perhaps help the young aspirant to fame and fortune. To compose a 
ally popular ballad it must be suitable for all voices, and therefore very 
scessary to find words singable by either sex. Write within as limited a 
mpass as possible, say an octave and tone, or an octave and two tones at 
,e most. Do not make your accompaniments too difficult, for you must 
w&ys bear in mind when you are trying to write a big selling song that 
>u are catering for the amateur pianist as well as singer. They have every 
jht to expect consideration from you on this score as, after all, it is they 
m rely on for the sale of your goods. Though considering the matter of 
nplicity as regards the amateur, on the other hand it is necessapr to make 
e song effective enough to attract professional singers, for it is on them 
)U depend for the presentation of your wares to the public. This advice 
)plies only to the ballad and not the art song. The latter is written as fancy 
ctates, usually a certain amount of consideration for the vocalist in the 
atter of difficulty and more often than not none at all for the accompanist, 
ae latter form of song has, comparatively, a limited public but a very 
seeming one withal. 

To revert to the ballad (so often despised by high-brows) — it is necessary 
bear in mind that high notes should be avoided on closed vowels, also, it 
an excellent plan to select the key in which you intend writing the song 
cording to whether the final vowel sound in the lyric is open or closed. 
)r example, in one of my songs, which has proved popular, the last line 
the lyric is — “ It is only a tiny garden, but it holds my love and you*'* 
ifore attempting a setting of the words I selected a key which would aUo%v 
e a high note on the word “ love.** I chose the key of D, so enabling me 
write “ love ** on top A and come down to D for the word yon/* which 
a closed vowel sound. On the other hand if the verse ends with an open 
iwel it is advisable to write somewhere near the keys of G or A flat. Whilst 
scussing keys and l3n‘ic^ I am reminded that young composers are often 
ercised in their minds how to get good versus fur setting to music. They 
n usually be procured by writing to any well-known author, c/o a reputable 
usic publishing firm, asking him to submit some words to them. 1 feel 
re, judging from my own early experience, that they will haire no difficulty 
finding an excellent seU'Ction to choose from. If there is any lyric they 
.rticularly like they have only to ask the author^if he will reserve it for a 
rtain time. Kegarding terms for lyrics — 1 have found as a rule that authors 
efer to make their own arrangements %vilh the publishers. Some of the 
st-known writers receive a small royalty, but tliis is more the exception 
an the rule. 

Regarding composer*s terms — my advice is never to sell their compositions 
itright, but to procure terms on a royalty basis, not less than ed. a copy, 
en though it is their first effort. Obviously the better-known they become 
e bigger royalty they can demand. 

In calculating their royalty accounts some publishers count 7 copies as 6, 
hers 13 as 12 ; perhaps it is hardly necessary to point out to the beginner 
at the latter are the better terms. 

Further, composers must retain their Mechanical Rights, which are in the 
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proportion of 40 % to themselves, 30 % each to the author and publisher. 
Should composers write the words and music they are entitled to 70 %, In 
tlie case of an instrumental or orchestral piece where there is no author their 
proportion is 50 % and the publishers 50 %. 

There are also Performing Rights. Unfortunately, at present, a few 
publishers cannot see eye to eye in the matter of demanding fees for perfori]^- 
ances of their music. Some firms allow their publications to be played free 
of charge, and others, who are members of the Performing Right Society, 
reserve a fee. Under the present rules of the Society composers are usually 
required to have six compositions (by compositions I include all types of music) 
published by firms who are members of tlic Society before they themselves 
can become members. The Performing Rights Society has been a great boon 
to composers who are members, for they now receive emoluments which, 
previous to its formation, were unheard of in this country. Personally, 
I think it wise of composers to choose publishers who are members of this 
society in preference to those who are not, otherwise they do not receive fees 
for the performance of their music. The address of the P.R.S. is 13 George 
Street, Hanover Square, W. i. 

Re American Royalties — as a general rule these are not less than half the 
English fees. A small tax is deducted from the American side before receipt. 

When submitting MSS. it is advisable to enclose stamps in case of rejection. 
Some publishers 1 know of ask that this should be done. Koll your MS. 
up, as folding in an envelope tends to mutilate the copy and it does not give 
it the best chance of acceptance if it has obviously by its appearance been 
through several hands. It is also a good plan to append on your MS. the 
address to which it has to be returned in case of rejection. This applies to 
authors also. 1 know from my own experience how much trouble is saved 
if they will put their addresses as well as names on every separate lyric. 

Select your publisher in accordance with the style of composition he 
specialises in. 

Following this article of mine, under the heading of “ Music Publishers,” 
is an excellent list of their names and addresses and in most cases their 
requirements. This should prove very useful to the beginner. Those who 
have compositions accepted on a royalty basis should have a rubber stamp of 
their signature made, as they are expected to stamp their own copies ; they 
will receive a voucher stating the number of copies stamped and the date. 
The publisher will notify them when there is an edition requiring stamping. 

There are a certain number of copies allowed free of royn,liy to the publisher. 
These are for advertising purposes and are distributed gratis to recognised 
professional singers in the hope that they may include the song in their 
repertoire, a rule tliese copies have printed on the top of the title page 
For professional use only and not for sale.” 

One little word to brother and sister composers before I finish, and that 
is, do not wait for inspiration. Try and write a little each day and you will 
find it will come to you unawares. 


WARNING TO COMPOSERS AND WRITERS 
OF LYRICS 

Amateur composers are warned that it is as foolish for them to put money 
into so-called '‘publication” of music as it is for the amateur author to 
frank his book. 
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Mr. Rutland Boughton recently offered the following warning to amateurs, 
10, he says, like the more hardened professional composers, hnd pleasure 
seeing their musical thoughts in print. Because of that human weakness 
ey become the prey of tenth-rate publishers, who offer to issue their music 
r them (however poor and ineffective it may be) if they will pay for the 
ivilege. THIS IS TO ADVISE MUSICAL COMRADES THAT IF A 
ECE OF MUSIC IS WOimi PUBLISHING DECENT PUBLISHERS 
WILLING TO PAY FOR IT IN CASH OR ROYALTY— INDEED, 
iEY SOMETIMES REFUSE TO PUBLISH AT THE COMPOSER’S 
K:PENSE even when he prefers that METHOD. AS IF A 
ECE IS WORTH WHILE THE PUBLISHER LIKES TO CONTROL 
We may be sure that if a publisher is willing to issue music at the com- 
iser’s expense, that music is either outside the traOic of the immediate 
arket or no good at all.” 

Writers of lyrics which they wish to have set to music and published 
.ve noticed in various magazines a number of advertisements of composers 
id music publishers inviting MSS. 

It cannot be too widely known that first-class music publishers no more 
Ivertise in the public press for music and lyrics than a ffrst-cla.ss publisher 
books advertises for MSS. 

In connexion with the eruption of an ” outsider ” chiris of music publishers, 
I'uth has made several exposures.
